Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


The  Annual  Report  for  1970 

follows  much  the  same  lines  as  it’s  predecessors,  meeting  the  requirements 
of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security,  and  giving  at  the  same 
time  an  account  of  the  services  provided  by  the  eight  District  Councils 
and  the  County  Council  in  the  No.  1 Health  Division. 

It  has  been  a difficult  year  in 

that  whereas  in  June  the  lines  of  development  of  the  health  services 
appeared  fairly  predictable  with  a second  Green  Paper  soon  to  be 
followed  by  a White  Paper?  And  a reform  of  local  government  based  mainly 
on  the  Maud  Report  majority  proposals.  The  change  of  Government  put  an 
entirely  different  complexion  on  matters  and  writing  at  the  turn  of  the 
year  it  looks  as  though  both  sets  of  reforms  will  be  substantially  delayed* 
In  fact,  the  only  related  legislation  passed  has  been  the  Social  Services 
Act  which,  if  it  was  ever  necessary,  could  not  have  been  introduced  at  a 
worse  time.  And  we  are  now  faced  with  a 'quadripartite*  administration 
at  the  time  when  everyone  in  the  Health  Services  was  hoping  for  the 
elimination  of  it's  unfortunate  'tripartite'  structure,  under  which  we  have 
laboured  since  1948. 

The  disruption  of  the  sanitary 

services  by  strike  was  another  matter  to  remember.  It's  effects  in  the 
Division  were  not  great  but  elsewhere  it  demonstrated  the  narrow  margin 
between  a healthy  and  a dangerous  environment  in  the  crowded  cities  in 
which  the  greater  proportion  of  the  population  now  live. 

The  Division  was  also  fortunate 

in  having  a full  complement  of  doctors  and  health  inspectors  when  so  many 
health  departments  are  seriously  understaffed.  And  whilst  there  have  been 
difficulties  in  recruiting  home  nurses  and  home  helps  all  our  services 
have  at  least  been  maintained. . But  more  could  be  done  if  the  money  was 
available,  and  this  Report  should  be  read  in  the  knowledge  that  of  five 
industrialised  countries  for  which  figures  are  available  (Canada,  U.S.A., 
Sweden,  France  and  the  United  Kingdom)  we  spend  the  smallest  proportion 
of  resources  on  the  health  services.  And  that  our  rate  of  growth  of 
expenditure  on  health  is  also  the  lowest. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to 
thank  the  public  health  inspectors  for  their  assistance  throughout  the 
year,  and  for  contributing  the  major  part  of  this  Report.  And  to 
acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  the  chief  officers  of  other  departments, 
the  hospital  staffs,  family  doctors,  and  teachers  for  their  co-operation 
throughout  the  year.

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COMMENTARY  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS? 


BIRTHS; 

After  adjustment  for  inward  and  out?;ard  transferable  births  a net 
total  of  1,145  occurred  during  the  year.  The  adjusted  live  birth 
rate  per  thousand  of  population  is,  therefore,  14.3  compared  with 
14.0,  15*0  and  14.9  in  the  three  preceding  years.  The  rates  for  the 
West  Riding  Administrative  County  and  England  and  Wales  in  1970 
were  respectively,  17.3  and  16. 0,  illegitimate  births  numbered  57 
which  is  not  surprising  when  the  illegitimate  birth  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  has  almost  doubled  in  the  past  ten  years. 

The  still-births  after  adjustment  for  transfer  numbered  16.  This 
gives  a still-birth  rate  per  1,000  live  and  still-births  of  13.8 
compared  with  13.6  for  the  Administrative  County,  and  13.0  for 
England  and  Wales. 

DEATHS ; 


After  correction  for  inward  and  outward  transferable  deaths,  the 
net  total  deaths  in  and  assigned  to  the  Division  was  1,133.  The 
adjusted  death  rate  per  thousand  of  population  is,  therefore,  14.1 
compared  with  figures  of  11.7  for  the  Administrative  County  and 
11.7  for  England  and  Wales, 

Deaths  from  lung  cancer  numbered  40  compared  with  35,  39,  27,  40, 

44,  46,  30,  27,  40  and  24  in  the  ten  preceding  years. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY; 

After  correction  for  transferable  deaths  there  were  15  deaths  of 
infants  under  one  year  of  age.  This  is  a death  rate  per  thousand 
live  births  of  13.1  compared  with  rates  of  11.5,  12.4,  21.0,  18. 6 
and  19.8  in  the  five  preceding  years. 

The  rates  in  1970  for  the  Administrative  County  and  England  and 
Wales  were  respectively  19.8  and  18.2.  Of  the  15  deaths  3 were 
attributable  to  congenital  anomalies,  2 to  pneumonia  and  10  to 
various  other  diseases, 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY; 

There  was  one  maternal  death  in  1970,  the  first  for  several  years. 

It  occurred  in  a small  maternity  hospital  following  the  administration 
of  an  anaesthetic.

Equally  important,  additional  staff  of  consultants,  middle  grade 
and  junior  doctors  were  appointed  to  staff  this  vast  complex  now 
within  our  boundaries.  And  as  the  hospital  and  its  equipment  are 
entirely  new  the  Craven  district  has  been  indeed  fortunate.  Of  the 
150,000  population  to  be  served  by  the  hospital  two-thirds  live 
within  a ten  mile  radius,  so  that  much  travelling  hitherto  under- 
taken by  patients  and  relatives  will  be  obviated. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  concept  of  treating  mental  illness  like 
any  other  illness  has  been  adopted  with  the  provision  of  64  beds; 
That  the  old  fever  hospital  has  been  abandoned  in  exchange  for  as 
few  as  12  Isolation  beds;  And  that  almost  half  our  beds  for  the 
elderly  and  chronic  sick  (so  called  geriatric  accommodation)  are  in 
the  new  hospital. 

There  are  additional  hospital  beds  at  Bingley,  Raikeswood,  and 
Harden  Bridge.  These  are  all  for  the  long  term  sick;  whilst  the 
future  of  what  was  the  Skipton  General  Hospital  is  undecided  at  the 
time  of  writing.  All  this  adds  up  to  a hospital  service  which  must 
be  the  envy  of  most  of  the  World.  And  when  people  are  disposed  to 
complain  of  the  cost,  or  the  inadequacies  of  the  National  Health 
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Service,  they  might  usefully  compare  conditions  elsewhere,  and  with 
those  which  existed  in  Craven  twenty,  or  even  ten,  years  ago. 

Mention  should  also  he  made  of  the  day  hospitals  at  Raikeswood  and 
the  Airedale,  now  reckoned  as  having  an  essential  role  in  any  full 
geriatric  service;  And  recognised  as  stimulating  the  morale  of  all 
concerned.  These  facilities  permit  earlier  discharge,  better  use  of 
available  beds,  and  of  course  share  the  physiotherapy,  occupational 
therapy,  diagnostic  and  treatment  services.  An  extension  of  this 
provision  to  the  West  and  North  Craven  areas  would  be  very  welcome. 

Beds  and  doctors  are,  of  course,  no  use  without  nurses;  And  staffing 
difficulties  have  been  serious.  But  the  Airedale  is  a training 
school  for  State  Registered  Nurses  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  soon 
recruit  and  retain  an  adequate  trained  staff. 

2.  LABORATORY  SERVICES: 

The  examination  of  milk,  ice-cream,  water  and  other  foods  is  under- 
taken by  the  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Preston,  Bradford  and 
Wakefield.  They  also  examine  many  sorts  of  pathological  specimen, 
and  provide  an  excellent  service,  including  consultation  with  the 
directors  when  required. 

3.  TREATMENT  CENTRES  AMD  CLINICS; 

The  County  Council  provides  clinics  for  Child  Health,  Physiotherapy, 
Relaxation  and  Mothercraft,  Speech  Therapy,  Child  Guidance,  Cervical 
Cytology,  and  Dental  Treatment.  Details  and  attendances  are  given 
at  Section  F.  A Geriatric  Screening  Clinic  is  due  to  start  on  the 
first  Monday  in  January,  1971  at  one  of  our  Health  Centres,  and  will 
be  the  subject  of  comment  in  the  next  Annual  Report. 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  provides  clinics  for  the  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  tuberculosis  and  the  supervision  of  contacts  at  the 
Skipton  and  Airedale  Hospitals.  The  health  visitors  staff  the  former 
clinic  and  in  this  and  other  ways  maintain  a close  liaison  with  the 
Chest  Physician.  The  Board  also  provides  a Venereal  Diseases  clinic 
at  the  Airedale,  and  there  are  similar  clinics  at  Burnley  and 
Lancaster.  Skipton  General  Hospital  retains  its  surgical,  medical, 
paediatric,  dermatological  and  psychiatric  outpatient  clinics; 
also  its  laboratory.  And  these  are  a great  convenience  to  patients 
travelling  in  from  West  Craven  and  from  the  Dales. 

The  Family  Planning  Association  holds  a clinic  at  Skipton  Hospital 
on  Wednesday  evenings  for  the  provision  of  contraceptive  advice. 
Similar  clinics  are  held  at  Kendal,  Lancaster  and  Colne,  but  there 
is  a very  large  area  in  between  where  provision  of  a clinic  has  had 
to  wait  on  the  development  of  a health  centre  in  the  Bentham-Ingleton 
area.  However,  thanks  to  a change  in  County  Council  policy,  it  has 
been  possible  during  the  year  to  provide  a domiciliary  service  for 
the  underprivileged  and  overfertile  sections  that  exist  in  every 
community. 

Mention  must  also  be  made  of  the  Cervical  Cytology  clinics  which 
have  been  operated  with  such  conspicuous  success  in  this  Division 
since  January,  1966.  Since  then  7»H0  women  have  attended  to  have 
cells  taken  from  the  neck  of  the  womb  for  the  detection  of  early 
cancer;  And  to  be  instructed  in  self-examination  of  the  breast, 
again  for  the  detection  of  cancer.  Of  this  number  1*123  have  had  a 
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second  examination  under  our  scheme  for  recalling  patients  every 
3 to  4 years.  In  fact,  four  of  the  positive  smear  tests  obtained 
in  1970  were  from  recalls  of  women  who  had  the  test  in  1966. 

During  the  past  five  years  JO  women  have  been  found  with  cancer  of 
the  cervix  and  referred  to  the  consultant  gynaecologist  for 
appropriate  treatment.  In  addition  140  women  with  breast  abnormalities 
have  been  referred  to  their  family  doctors. 

Although  rather  less  than  half  the  eligible  women  in  the  Division  have 
come  forward,  or  been  persuaded  to  have  this  test,  it  is  nevertheless 
an  achievement  to  have  dealt  with  this  number  and  a great  credit  to 
the  Cytology  team.  The  relief  in  human  suffering  must  remain  a 
matter  for  speculation  for  the  present,  but  it  may  well  be  that  over 
half  the  women  referred  to  the  gynaecologist  would  otherwise  have 
gone  on  to  develop  invasive  cancers , and  for  most  of  them  only 
palliative  treatment  and  a fatal  issue  could  be  promised. 

4.  DOMICILIARY  SERVICES; 


The  provision  of  home  nurses,  midwives,  health  visitors,  and  home 
helps  is  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council.  Details  are 
given  in  Sections  F and  G of  the  report. 

5.  WELFARE  SERVICES; 

These  include  provision  for  the  Aged,  the  Physically  Handicapped, 
the  Deaf,  and  the  Blind.  As  a full  account  was  given  in  the  Annual 
Report  for  1968,  and  as  there  have  been  no  changes  since  then,  details 
will  be  omitted  this  year.  There  will,  however,  be  extensive  changes 
during  1971  with  the  establishment  of  a Social  Services  Department 
incorporating  the  existing  Welfare  and  Children’s  Departments  of  the 
County  Council,  and  taking  over  the  Home  Help,  Mental  Welfare,  and 
certain  other  functions  of  the  Health  Department.  This  follows  the 
recommendations  of  the  Seebohm  Committee  which  the  last  Government 
decided  to  implement  during  1970,  despite  the  advice  of  the  Central 
Health  Services  Council  which  stated  that  "the  proposed  separation 
of  medical  and  social  work  would  not  only  be  administratively 
disastrous  but  would  be  to  the  great  disadvantage  of  the  patient". 

6.  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS,  1948  and  1951s 

These  Acts  provide  for  the  removal  to  hospital  or  other  suitable 
places  of  persons  who 

(a)  are  suffering  from  grave,  chronic  disease,  or 
being  aged  or  physically  incapacitated,  are  living 
in  insanitary  conditions  and  — 

(b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves  and  are  not 
receiving  from  other  persons,  proper  care  and 
attention. 

The  onus  of  carrying  cut  this  duty  rests  with  the  medical  officer  of 
health,  supported  by  one  other  doctor  and  a magistrate  in  cases  of 
urgency.  Otherwise,  by  application  to  a magistrate's  court.  It  was 
not  found  necessary  to  use  these  powers  during  the  year,  although 
in  the  latter  months  the  health  and  living  conditions  of  two  old 
ladies  were  a matter  of  much  concern. 
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7 e NUCLEAR  RADIATION  HAZARDS ; 


This  item  first  came  into  the  Annual  Report  following  trouble  at  the 
Hinds calc  Atomic  Energy  Plant  in  Cumberland,  when  radio-active  iodine 
was  released.  That  was  several  years  ago  and  there  has  been  no 
recurrence.  But  the  Government  continues  to  watch  the  radio-activity 
in  the  atmosphere,  water,  soil,  human  bones,  farm  animals,  herbage 
and  milk  by  means  of  complicated  and  highly  refined  radio -chemical 
analysis.  In  the  first  half  of  1970  concentrations  of  long-life 
fission  products  such  as  caesium-137  and  strontium-90  were  about  20/6 
greater  in  the  air  over  the  United  Kingdom  than  in  the  first  half 
of  1969.  The  deposition  and  concentration  in  rain  wafer  were  about 
33/6  greater  than  in  1969.  Approximately  70/6  of  long-lived  fission 
products  detected  in  the  summer  of  1970  arose  from  a Chinese 
explosion  on  29th  September,  1969*  Since  the  middle  of  19^9  there 
have  been  ten  nuclear  tests  mostly  in  the  southern  hemisphere.  In 
mid-1970  about  8056  of  the  long-lived  activity  in  the  southern 
hemisphere  was  contributed  by  French  tests  held  in  the  South  Pacific 
in  1968. 

8.  CLEAR  AIR? 

That  the  burning  of  coal  is  a hazard  to  health  has  been  proved  by 
epidemiological  studies.  And  atmospheric  pollution  is  (or  has  been) 
so  bad  in  some  places  that  they  have  been  designated  'black  areas'. 
There  are  no  such  areas  in  the  Division,  but  Skipton  U.D.  has 
followed  a smoke  control  programme  for  several  years,  and  Skipton 
R.D.  has  started  one  recently.  Bamoldswick  was  ready  to  start  one 
in  1969  when  a decision  ws.s  taken  — "that  in  view  of  the  present 
economic  climate  and  other  factors,  the  implementation  of  clean  air 
legislation  in  this  district  be  deferred  for  the  time  being".  The 
’other  factors'  include  the  shortage  of  smokeless  fuels,  but  so  far 
there  has  always  been  sufficient  to  meet  demands  here,  not  only  in 
the  'control'  areas,  but  in  the  increasing  number  of  households 
which  have  abandoned  coal  burning. 


9.  FOOD  HYGIENE; 

The  inspection  and  supervision  of  food  is  undertaken  by  the  public 
health  inspectors  and  details  are  given  in  their  reports.  Nov/  that 
food  is  coming  in  from  all  parts  of  the  World  (the  majority  with 
much  lower  standards  of  hygiene  than  ours) 5 And  with  less  and  less 
food  being  cooked  in  the  homes  of  the  consumers  (and  therefore 
greater  numbers  'at  risk'  from  food  poisoning),  this  is  a matter 
which  requires  unremitting  attention. 

Food  poisoning  does  not,  of  course,  just  ha-ppen.  It  is  nearly 
always  due  to  one  of  three  types  of  germ,  either  the  Salmonellae 
group,  Clostridium  welchii,  or  staphylococci,  contaminating  it. 
Storage  under  unsuitable  conditions  or  at  the  wrong  temperature 
permits  the  contaminants  to  multiply  very  rapidly,  and  if  sufficient 
numbers  of  the  germs,  or  their  toxins  are  then  eaten  they  upset  the 
stomach  and  intestines  in  no  uncertain  manner.  The  one  outbreak  of 
food  poisoning  reported  during  the  year  wa s at  a tented  camp,  where 
storage  facilities  were  primitive. 

10.  WATER  SUPPLIES: 

The  bulk  of  our  water  is  supplied  by  four  boards  — The  Craven,  The 
Fylde , Bradford,  and  The  Lakes  and  buries  and  there  is  a continuing 
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exchange  of  information  between  these  boards  and  the  district  health 
departments.  The  results  thus  obtained  are  given  in  the  reports  of 
the  public  health  inspectors.  These  are  bacteriological  reports, 
for  bacteriology  offers  the  most  delicate  test  for  the  detection 
of  recent  and  therefore  potentially  dangerous  faecal  pollution.  But 
this  is  only  one  of  the  four  lines  of  investigation,  the  others 
being  topographical,  chemical,  and  biological  — to  be  employed  as 
circumstances  indicate.  The  medical  examination  of  staff  employed 
in  water  undertakings  is  also  important,  and  has  been  offered  not 
only  to  the  statutory  oi'ganisations , but  to  contractors  with  work- 
men employed  on  renewal  of  pipes,  and  the  reconstruction  of 
reservoirs.  Topography  is  particularly  important  in  this  area  where 
much  of  the  ground  is  of  limestone  and  subject  to  erosion  and 
fissuring.  A special  committee  was  set  up  at  Settle  to  study  the 
many  water  supplies  and  their  relationship  to  potholing,  camping  and 
such  like  activities,  and  this  ha,s  performed  a most  useful  service. 

Whilst  conventional  water  treatment  can  deal  with  pollution  by 
bacteria  and  other  organisms  that  cause  disease,  and  with  pollution 
from  decaying  animal  and  vegetable  matter,  new  forms  of  pollution 
are  emerging.  These  include  industrial  wastes,  detergents,  oil, 
pesticides,  and  synthetic  organic  chemicals.  Thej/-  are  in  increasing 
use,  quite  apart  from  the  dangers  of  spillage;  And  many  of  them  are 
not  susceptible  to  biodegradation  (i.e.  do  not  ea.sily  break  down 
into  harmless  products).  This  problem  is  closely  linked  with  sewage 
disposal,  on  which  a Government  Working  Party  produced  a report 
during  the  year. 

With  regard  to  the  fluoridation  of  drinking  water  — that  is  making 
good  the  deficiencies  of  fluoride  to  the  extent  of  one  part  per 
million  — there  is  no  progress  to  report.  But  the  second  report 
by  the  Committee  on  Research  into  Fluoridation  was  published  during 
the  year.  It  stated  that  the  reductions  in  the  number  of  decayed 
teeth  in  Watford  since  the  water  supply  was  fluoridated  represented 
over  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  a potential  elimination  of  the 
need  to  fill,  each  year,  over  2-g-  million  temporary  teeth  in  children 
up  to  the  age  of  seven,  and  over  1 million  permanent  teeth  in 
children  up  to  the  age  of  ten. 

1 1 . ACCESS  TO  THE  COUNTRYSIDE; 

"One  of  the  blessings  of  mid-winter  as  far  as  people  living  in 
Malhamdale  are  concerned  is  the  scarcity  of  day-trippers".  So  starts 
a recent  newspaper  editorial  which  goes  on  to  discuss  the  invasion 
of  our  once  quiet  villages  and  moors,  the  flouting  of  the  country 
code,  and  the  damage  to  property  by  increasing  numbers  of  irresponsible 
people.  The  Settle  Council  are  so  concerned  about  this  problem  that 
they  have  asked  for  a conference  to  discuss  "the  influx  of  hostels, 
field  study  centres  and  development  of  a like  nature  into  the  Bales 
area".  And  to  ask  for  proper  supervision  of  children  taken  out 
into  the  country  by  schools  and  other  organisations. 

That  is  one  aspect  of  the  problem.  Another  is  the  spread  of  the 
motorway  network  whereby  more  and  more  of  the  countryside  is 
becoming  accessible.  This  is  followed  by  a demand  for  more  caravan 
sites,  and  more  country  cottages.  More  people  are  retiring  to  the 
country,  often  to  remote  places,  and  they  enjoy  themselves  whilst 
their  hea,lth  is  satisfactory.  But  age  brings  disability  and  a need 
for  help  from  the  relations  and  friends  whom  they  left  in  the  towns 
and  cities;  And  where  the  medical,  welfare,  and  social  services  are 
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more  ready  to  hand.  Furthermore,  the  commuter  is  already  well- 
established  in  much  of  our  area,  and  in  one  way  or  another,  the 
urban  invasion  of  the  countryside  has  arrived,  and  come  to  stay. 

Many  of  the  activities  which  follow  are  a nuisance  or  an  interference, 
particularly  to  the  farming  community  trying  to  make  a living  in. a 
time  of  change  and  difficulty.  And  there  is  obviously  an  immense 
ta,sk  ahead  in  educating  'the  invaders'  and  reconciling  the  conflicting 
interests  of  agriculture  and  leisure  before  they  can  destroy  that 
which  they  are  now  seeking  as  a refuge  from  urban  life. 

One  of  the  first  priorities  must  be  the  provision  of  country  parks 
not  too  far  distant  from  the  towns  where  many  families  would  be 
content  to  spend  their  Sunday  outings.  More  than  90  per  cent  of 
people  visiting  the  countryside  travel  by  car,  and  the  great  majority 
of  them  never  move  far  away  from  it.  Without  country  parks  these 
families  tend  to  produce  either  recreation  corridors,  or  they  are 
funnelled  into  the  dale  head  villages  and  packed  like  the  proverbial 
sardines.  It  is  a great  pity  that  another  year  has  elapsed  without 
the  Counts'-  Council  making  anything  more  than  plans  for  their 
provision.

Food  poisoning  is  also  to  be  notified;  but  diseases  previously  notifiable 
and  no  longer  so  are  - acute  primary  and  influenzal  pneumonia,  erysipelas, 
membranous  croup,  and  puerperal  pyrexia. 

1.  MEASLES; 

172  notifications  were  received,  Skipton  R.D.  providing  91,  Earby 
33,  and  Silsden  22.  The  remaining  districts  produced  single  figure 
notifications.  This  was  a considerable  increase  on  the  figures  for 
1969,  and  an  experience  shared  by  many  other  parts  of  the  country. 
Although  there  were  no  deaths  it  means  a lot  of  unpleasant  illness 
which  could  have  been  prevented  by  vaccination.  Whilst  it  is  true 
that  in  some  children  this  live  vaccine  produces  fever  and  a mild 
clinical  illness,  this  is  no  reason  for  rejecting  vaccination;  for 
it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  any  child  who  suffers  symptoms 
after  vaccination  would  have  reacted  much  more  severely  to  natural 
infection  with  measles. 

2.  INFLUENZA 

The  outbreak  which  started  early  in  December  1969  ended  suddenly 
and  unexpectedly  before  the  end  of  January  1970.  But  it  was  a 
severe  illness,  with  sickness  rate  and  mortality,  as  high  as  in  any 
comparable  period  since  the  1930's. 

Writing  this  section  early  in  January  the  question  arises  as  to 
whether  influenza  will  occur  in  1971.  Recently  antibody  tests  on 
different  groups  in  many  parts  of  Britain  have  shown  variation  in 
the  proportion  of  people  without  antibody  to  the  Hong  Kong  variant, 
the  average  proportion  being  30  per  cent.  Whether  this  proportion 
is  high  enough  to  allow  epidemic  spread  is  not  known.  But  there 
can  be  no  certainty  that  spread  will  not  occur,  or  that  if  a major 
epidemic  does  not  materialise  there  will  not  be  localised  outbreaks. 


3.  SMALLPOX 


Although  the  World  Health  Organisation's  programme  of  eradication 
is  going  well  22  cases  (5  fatal)  occurred  in  Europe  in  1970.  391 
cases  have  occurred  in  Europe  in  the  past  ten  years,  of  which  145 
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occurred  in  the  United  Kingdom.  As  nearly  all  these  importations 
were  by  air  there  must  be  no  relaxation  of  our  vaccination  programme 
until  this  threat  is  eliminated  by  eradication  of  the  disease  in 
Asia  and  Africa. 

4.  POLIOMYELITIS: 

The  last  epidemic  year  in  England  and  Wales  was  1947  when  7,776 
cases  occurred.  Today  "polio"  is  well  controlled  in  most  European 
countries,  but  not  everywhere  else.  In  fact  it  has  increased  in 
many  African  countries,  and  as  these  virulent  viruses  can  be 
imported  it  is  absolutely  essential  to  maintain  our  high  level  of 
immunisation  against  this  disease. 

5.  INFECTIVE  HEPATITIS: 

All  but  three  of  the  75  notified  cases  occurred  in  two  distinct 
outbreaks,  one  in  the  Rural,  and  one  in  the  Urban  District  of 
Skipton.  The  latter  was  confined  to  one  housing  estate.  Both 
followed  the  usual  pattern  of  school  and  family  outbreaks  spread 
over  a period  of  months,  with  serious  illness  only  in  the 
occasional  adult. 

The  spread  of  infection  is  not  so  much  from  the  notified  cases 
(i.e.  those  with  jaundice)  but  from  the  much  larger  number 
(perhaps  ten  times  that  number)  who  suffer  but  a short  period  of 
malaise  and  lack  of  appetite,  or  are  merely  symptomless  excreters 
of  the  virus  but  none  the  less  infectious.  The  long  incubation 
period  of  15  to  50  days  (commonly  25)  also  adds  to  the  difficulty 
of  control  in  this  disease. 

6.  SCARLET  FEVER: 

Of  the  29  cases  notified  11  came  from  a childrens  hostel.  But  in 
only  one  case  was  the  illness  anything  but  trivial. 

7.  FOOD  POISONING: 

22  of  the  23  notifications  came  from  a party  of  youngsters 
camping  in  the  district.  They  were  accepted  on  clinical  grounds, 
but  as  nearly  three  days  elapsed  between  their  occurrence  and 
notification  it  was  not  possible  to  undertake  any  investigations 
(a)  because  of  this  time  lag,  and  (b)  because  they  were  leaving 
for  home. 

8.  TYPHOID: 

There  seemed  to  be  less  fuss  this  year,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
travellers  now  appreciate  that  they  must  see  their  doctors  long 
before  departure  if  they  are  to  receive  protection  against  this 
disease.  North  Anerica,  Scandinavia  and  the  Low  Countries  are  the 
only  places  where  this  disease  is  unlikely  to  be  picked  up. 

9.  TUBERCULOSIS: 


There  were  9 notifications  during  the  year  compared  with  17  in  1969. 
Cases  on  the  Register  (i.e.  being  seen  regularly  by  the  Chest 
Physician)  dropped  from  203  to  189.  This  can  be  regarded  as 
satisfactory  progress,  but  it  should  be  seen  in  the  light  of 
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notifications  for  Britain  as  a whole,  now  running  at  3000  per  year 
in  persons  under  25.  .and  of  some  350  deaths  per  year  in  cases  NOT 
previously  notified,  probably  infections  with  germs  in  their  sputum, 
and  so  maintaining  a reservoir  of  infection.  This  disease  may 
therefore  be  described  as  controlled  rather  than  conquered,  for  few 
of  the  newly  notified  cases  should  remain  infectious  once  treatment 
has  been  started  with  the  effective  drugs  now  available. 

The  well  established  procedures  for  the  prevention  and  control  of 
tuberculosis  were  continued  during  the  year  starting  with  BCG 
Vaccination  of  the  thirteen  year  olds.  1203  children  were  offered 
this  protection  and  967  accepted.  16  were  found  to  have  had  a 
previous  infection  shown  by  a positive  skin  test  and  chest  X-rays 
were  arranged  for  them.  The  total  number  actually  vaccinated  was 
837,  and  they  should  have  a good  immunity  for  many  years.  In  fact, 
no  child  vaccinated  with  BGG  in  this  Division  has  developed 
tuberculosis  since  the  scheme  was  introduced  in  1954.  It  is  also 
of  interest  to  note  that  during  the  past  17  years  the  percentage  of 
children  found  to  have  had  a previous  infection  has  fallen  from 
over  15  per  cent  to  1.9  per  cent. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  spent  some  time  in  the  Division  with 
the  following  re suits :-

With  the  falling  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  the  community  the 
value  of  these  general  surveys  has  been  questioned.  The  view  now 
taken  in  most  places,  and  which  must  be  ta.ken  here  on  the  statistics 
available  is  that  they  are  no  longer  justified.  Particularly  when 
general  practitioners  have  free  access  to  X-ray  departments,  and 
where  the  local  authority  now  has  a miniature  camera  unit  at  its 
disposal  at  the  Airedale  Hospital.  Furthermore,  the  availability 
of  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  only  permitted  its  deployment  in 
selected  places  in  this  Division  once  every  three  years.  And  where 
(except  for  factory  surveys)  the  acceptance  rates  were  never  very 
good.  Finally,  it  must  be  pointed  out  that  sufferers  from  lung 
cancer,  heart  disease  and  a few  other  conditions  are  not  being 
deprived  of  a service  by  withdrawal  of  the  M.M.R.  Units;  For  there 
are  other  and  far  more  effective  methods  of  diagnosis  which  should 
be  employed,  and  at  a much  earlier  stage,  in  the  diagnosis  of  these 
conditions. 

The  Chest  Physician  undertakes  the  treatment  of  cases  of  tuberculosis 
and  the  supervision  of  contacts.  There  is  a close  cooperation 
between  his  staff  and  the  health  department,  which  includes  the 
health  visitors  acting  as  clinic  nurses  on  a rota  basis,  .and  as 
tuberculosis  nurses  in  their  areas. 
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Patients  requiring  hospital  treatment,  usually  only  for  a limited 
period  these  days,  can  be  admitted  to  the  Middleton  branch  of  the 
Wharf edale  Hospital  without  undue  delay. 

10.  BRUCELLOSIS: 

As  this  disease  is  of  considerable  importance  in  a farming 
community  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  Brucellosis  Incentives 
Scheme  was  launched  in  July.  Under  it  the  Government  arc  relying 
on  owners  of  clean  or  relatively  clean  herds  to  seek  early 
voluntary  accreditation,  and  to  provide  the  industry  with  the 
replacements  needed  for  compulsory  area  eradication  to  be  started 
in  1971.  The  areas  for  eradication  will  be  chosen  by  'monitoring1' 
surveys  by  the  Milk  Marketing  Boards  combined  with  progress 
reports  on  local  voluntary  accreditation. 

The  Incentives  Scheme  differs  in  three  respects  from  the  Accredited 
Herds  Scheme.  Firstly,  payment  by  results  (l-4-d  per  gallon  premium 
on  milk,  and  37/6d  per  head  supplement  to  the  Hill  Cow  and  Beef 
Cow  subsidies).  Secondly,  free  blood  tests,  with  three  successive 
negatives  as  a basis  for  accreditation.  Thirdly,  all  reactors  will 
go  to  the  abattoir,  which  is  surely  the  proper  plane  for  a reactor 
that  does  not  remain  on  its  native  farm.  Such  are  the  essential 
facts.  Discussions  with  the  farming  industry  on  incentive  premiums, 
headage  payments  in  compulsory  areas  etc.,  are  beyond  the  scope  of 
this  Report. 

11.  VENEREAL  DISEASE 


V.D.  is  now  the  second  commonest  disease  in  this  country.  It  is 
twelve  times  commoner  than  tuberculosis,  ten  times  as  common  as 
scarlet  fever,  and  five  times  as  common  as  wfiooping  cough.  In  the 
West  Riding  the  incidence  has  doubled  in  the  past  ten  years.  For 
gonorrhea  alone  the  increase  has  been  fourfold,  being  widely  prevalent 
under  the  age  of  twenty  - a group  in  which  sexual  licence  is 
increasing,  and  in  which  ignorance  of  the  consequences  is  widespread. 

In  other  words,  a more  permissive  climate  regarding  sex,  more  sex 
outside  marriage,  and  more  people  at  risk  of  catching  gonorrhea. 

On  a national  level  the  incidence  of  syphilis  continues  to  decline. 

The  reservoir  of  infection  is  said  to  be  mainly  in  prostitutes  of 
either  sex  and  half  of  it  in  London. 

Fortunately  this  district  is  a good  distance  from  London  and  the 
seaports.  The  risks  of  infection  ar^  therefore  less.  But  figures 
provided  from  the  clinics  gave  9 notifications  for  gonorrhea,  1 
for  syphilis,  and  45  for  other  conditions.  Fortunately  treatment  is  now 
effective  in  all  these  conditions.  But  a lengthy  period  of 
surveillance  is  still  required  after  treatment  for  syphilis.

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RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTI ON 


121  visits  were  made  to  suspect  rat  and  mice  infested  premises.  47 
premises  were  treated  during  the  year;  27  being  rat  infestations,  and  20 
mice  infestations. 

Alphachloralose  poison  (Alphakil)  has  been  used  with  success  against 
mice.  Warfarin  in  a pin  head  oatmeal  base  has  been  used  for  rats  with  no 
trace  of  Warfarin  resistance  being  found.  In  an  infestation  of  property 
adjoining  a canal  bank  zinc  phosphide  in  sausage  rusk  was  used. 

A 10^  sewer  treatment  was  carried  out  in  May  and  June  and  revealed  no 
infestation. 

A part  time  rodent  operator  joined  the  staff  early  this  year  and  in 
addition  to  the  treatment  of  domestic  premises  treats  factories  when 
required.

In  all  cases  where  grant  aid  is  approved  the  owner  has  either 
removed  or  replaced  the  waste  water  closet  by  the  installation 
of  a fresh  water  closet. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  before  mentioned  housing  statistics 
that  the  number  of  applicants  remaining  on  the  Housing  List, 
other  than  aged  persons,  is  a reduction  on  last  year's  figure 
from  twenty-nine  to  sixteen  applicants.  It  is  considered  that 
there  is  no  serious  housing  problem  within  the  district  other 
than  the  housing  of  the  elderly. 

There  is  a growing  need  however,  for  suitable  housing  provision 
for  the  elderly  and  the  waiting  list  of  applicants  in  this 
category  has  increased  from  fifty-nine  to  sixty-four  during  the 
year. 

The  Council  is  very  conscious  of  the  position  and  has  in  view 
the  provision  of  more  housing  or  flat  accommodation  together 
with  the  possibility  of  the  acquisition  and  conversion  of  existing 
premises  into  accommodation  for  the  elderly. 

The  Council  in  its  endeavour  to  encourage  industry  within  the 
district  is  continuing  with  its  policy  of  allocating  seventy-five 
per  cent  of  all  housing  vacancies  to  firms  providing  employment 
to  workers  outside  the  area  and  assisted  under  government 
rehabilitation  schemes  and  other  key  workers.

Water  Supply 

The  Craven  Water  Board  remains  the  Statutory  Undertaker  for  the 
distribution  of  water  supplies  within  the  Urban  District.  The 
Bore  Hole,  sited  at  Hodge  Syke,  Bleara  Moor,  augments  the  water 
supply  to  both  Bleara  and  Bawhead  reservoirs  situated  at  Bleara 
Moor  within  the  Urban  District  and  Elslack  reservoir  within 
Skipton  Rural  District's  area  and  is  a substantial  help  to  the 
district. 


Water  is  pump  fed  from  the  Bore  Hole  into  Bawhead  reservoir  and 
thence  piped  to  Elslack  reservoir  by  gravity  feed.  The  Bore  Hole 
was  provided  with  automatic  pumping  equipment  during  the  year. 

The  Elslack  water  supply  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  before  entry 
into  the  distribution  main  and  this  supply  can  be  fed  into  the 
Earby  distribution  system. 

The  water  supply  in  normal  times  is  generally  considered  to  be 
sufficient  in  quantity  and  satisfactory  in  quality.

Unsound  food  is  disposed  of  by  burial  at  the  Council’s  Refuse  Tip. 

All  food  condemned  has  been  voluntarily  surrendered  by  proprietors 
of  food  establishments. 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses,  either  public  or  private  within  the 
Urban  District.  There  is  one  slaughterman  licensed  with  the  Local 
Authority  under  the  provisions  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1958. 

It  is  generally  found  that  there  continues  to  be  an  improvement  in 
the  cleanliness  of  food  premises.  It  is  noted  that  there  has  been 
a tendency  to  provide  a more  sophisticated  type  of  protective 
display  -unit  for  open  food  exposed  for  sale. 

Quite  a number  of  food  shops  have  installed  refrigerated  display 
units  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  increased  demand  by  the  customer  for 
pre-packed  frozen  foods. 

It  is  the  department's  experience  however,  that  elementary  principles 
of  hygiene  in  relation  to  the  handling  of  food  in  food  and  mobile 
shops  is  still  so  often  neglected  and  although  the  wash-hand  basin, 
clean  towels,  soap  and  nail-brush  are  well  to  the  fore  they  are 
likened  to  'objet  d’art'  and  handled  a,s  such. 

Repeatedly  it  is  found  that  the  wash-hand  basin  is  used  as  a 
convenient  auxiliary  to  the  overcrowded  wash-up  sink  and  the 
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responsibility  for  any  such  misdemeanour  is  placed  on  the  latest 
recruit  serving  within  the  establishment. 

On  leaving  the  premises  one  might  imagine  that  a conversion  has  been 
made  only  to  find  on  a future  visit  that  new  staff  has  taken  over 
and  the  process  of  enlightenment  recommences. 

There  can  be  no  let  up  in  the  inspection  and  vigilance  of  food 
premises  as  staff  changes  occur  so  frequently.  In  many  cases 
employees  are  engaged  who  have  no  previous  experience  in  the  food 
trade  nor,  it  appears,  have  they  a true  appreciation  of  the  danger 
to  the  customer  from  the  improper  storage  and  handling  of  food. 

One  food  establishment  did  give  rise  to  near  extreme  measures  being 
adopted  by  the  Council  to  enforce  compliance  with  the  regulations 
and  it  was  found  necessary  to  make  report  to  the  Council  resulting 
in  a final  warning  being  given  to  the  proprietor  by  the  Council’s 
Solicitors.  Conditions  did  improve  but  the  establishment  continues 
to  be  a ’border  line’  case. 

During  the  year  three  cases  arose  requiring  certification  of  bulk 
quantities  of  food  due  to  breakdown  of  refrigerator  units.

During  the  year  the  department  has  been  successful  in  acquiring  an 
improved  depot  housing  the  paper  salvage  department  and  incorporating 
garaging  facilities  for  the  department ' s transport , a staff  mess 
room  and  sanitary  conveniences. 

Buildings  at  Salt erf orth  Road,  Earby,  previously  occupied  by  Dales 
Farm  Eggs  Ltd.  and  owned  by  the  Council,  became  available  during 
February,  the  Council  allocated  the  premises  to  the  department  for 
development  as  a depot. 

The  existing  buildings  comprise  a single  storey  prefabricated 
concrete  walled,  asbestos  roofed  structure,  113'  x 23'  internal 
dimension.  In  addition,  a 2 6’  x 22'  loading  bay  extends  from  the 
main  building. 

A garage  was  formed  at  one  end  of  the  building  by  opening  up  the 
gable  end,  provided  with  double  entrance  doors,  a fire  proof  wall 
and  double  fire  proof  doors  leading  into  the  main  and  largest  section 
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of  the  building  has  been  developed  for  waste  paper  reclamation. 

The  department  pur-chased  a new  'Hindle  Junior'  twin  rqck  baling 
press,  retaining  the  old  baling  press  as  a stand  by.  The  two 
presses  are  in  use.  The  move  has  proved  to  be  very  successful 
and  advantageous  to  the  department. 

The  present  'Ramillies'  refuse  collection  vehicle  is  approaching 
the  end  of  its  service  life  consequently  the  Council  has  placed 
an  order  with  Shelvoke  and  Drev/ry  for  the  supply  of  a 15/20  cubic 
yard  duei  tip  refuse  collection  vehicle,  incorporating  an  internal 
compression  plate.  The  new  vehicle  should  be  delivered  June/July 
1971. 

The  department  continues  to  use  Booth  Bridge  Tip  for  all  refuse 
disposals.  Certain  trade  wastes  are  accepted.  The  Council 
increased  tipping  charges  from  12-g-p  to  25p  pc-r  load  during  the 
year. 

The  Bristol  Europa  Tractor  continues  to  give  good  service  at  the 
tip  with  little  mechanica.1  trouble.  The  tracks  were  renewed  during 
the  year  after  three  and  a half  years  service. 

The  staff  is  again  to  be  congratulated  for  its  endeavours  during 
the  year  on  maintaining  excellent  relationship  with  the  Council 
and  public  alike.  There  has  been  a slight  loss  of  time  through 
sickness.  There  has  been  no  staff  changes.  A weekly  collection, 
other  than  during  holiday  periods,  has  been  maintained  throughout 
the  year. 

The  department  lias  been  operating  with  one  member  of  staff  under 
establishment  for  a period  of  three  years.  The  recent  development 
of  three  new  private  housing  estates  within  the  district,  with 
comparatively  long  carries  together  v/ith  additional  holiday 
entitlements,  now  warrants  consideration  being  given  to  staff  being 
brought  up  to  previous  establishment  if  the  present  service  is  to 
be  maintained.

CLEAN  AIR  ACT; 


Luring  the  year  a completely  new  oil-fired  boiler  plant  and  chimney 
of  approved  height  was  installed  at  the  largest  factory  in  the 
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district.  The  established  Lancashire  Boiler  plant  continued  to 
be  operated  under  a much  reduced  load.  Since  the  new  plant  has 
become  operative  there  has  been  no  occasion  when  it  was  found 
necessary  to  make  approaches  to  the  firm  with  regard  to  excessive 
smoke  emissions  which  had,  from  time  to  time,  occurred. 

Sixteen  measured  period  observations  have  been  taken  during  the 
year  of  all  the  factory  chimneys  in  the  district  at  which  time  no 
contraventions  we re  recorded. 

Twenty-four  visits  and  inspections  of  boiler  plants  were  made 
during  the  year  which  involved  discussion  with  engineers  in  charge 
of  boiler  plant.  There  does  seem  to  be  a genuine  interest  by 
engineers  in  their  plant  and  all  showed  a real  appreciation  of 
the  need  for  smoke  control. 

NOISE  ABATEMENT : 

One  instance  of  alleged  excessive  noise  from  factory  machinery  was 
reported  during  the  year.  Investigation  indicated  that  unnecessary 
machinery  had  been  left  running  during  the  night.  Management  was 
approached  and  no  further  instance  of  the  occurrence  has  been 
reported. 

16.  RODENT  CONTROL; 

The  department  has  spent  considerable  time  in  dealing  with  the 
control  of  rats  and  mice  within  the  district  and  it  is  again 
evident  that  the  public  could  do  far  more  to  reduce  the  problem 
by  reporting  promptly  any  suspicion  of  infestation  and  not 
waiting  until  serious  infestation  becomes  established  before 
contacting  the  department.  The  disposal  of  waste  foods  in  yard, 
streets  and  gardens  continues  and  invariably  this  practise  results 
in  an  infestation  of  a house  or  outbuildings  in  the  near  vicinity 
of  such  deposits. 

During  the  year  a minor  sewer  treatment  wras  carried  out  in  the 
central  part  of  the  town.  This  was  followed  by  a 22$  treatment 
of  all  sewer  manholes  within  the  district  during  the  latter  part 
of  the  year,  using  Fluorakil  3.  Evidence  was  found  of  a major 
rat  infestation  at  a farm  situated  near  to  a built-up  area.  An 
extensive  baiting  programme  was  carried  out  and  good  results  were 
obtained.  Two  further  treatments  wer e carried  out  on  the  premises 
during  the  year. 

Warfarin  and  Alphakil  baits  for  rats  and  mice  respectively  has 
been  used  effectively  in  dealing  with  all  reported  infestations. 
Material  is  issued  by  the  department  free  of  charge  to  responsible 
persons  wishing  to  carry  out  their  own  treatments  and  in  the  main, 
owners  of  hen  pens.

The  only  Animal  Boarding  Establishment  licensed  within  the  Urban 
District  continues  to  be  run  in  a highly  satisfactory  manner. 
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19,  SCHOOLS: 

There  is  one  Junior  and  one  County  Primary  School  in  Earby  together 
with  a County  Primary  School  in  Kelbrook,  and  other  school  premises 
controlled  by  the  Bamoldswick  Secondary  Modem  School. 

School  Canteens: 

The  one  school  canteen  providing  meals  for  severed,  schools  in  the 
area,  was  visited  several  times  during  the  year.  The  premises,  it 
is  thought,  are  not  structurally  suitable  for  the  purpose  although 
the  responsible  authorities  have  endeavoured  to  maintain  the  premises 
within  a reasonable  standard.  The  general  cleanliness  of  fittings 
and  utensils  etc. , continues  to  be  of  a very  high  standard. 

It  has  been  learnt  during  the  year  that  the  kitchen  is  to  be 
transferred  to  more  suitable  premises  within  the  district  during 
1971. 

20.  CIVIC  AMENITIES  ACT,  1967  - Part  3: 

No  serious  difficulties  have  been  experienced  during  the  year  in 
the  enforcement  of  Part  3 of  the  Act  in  relation  to  the  removal  of 
abandoned  vehicles. 

Luring  the  year  five  private  cars  and  one  commercial  vehicle  were 
found  in  various  parts  of  the  Urban  District  in  an  apparently 
abandoned  state.  The  owners  of  all  the  vehicles  were  traced  and 
subsequently  notices  were  served  on  the  owners  concerned.  All 
vehicles  were  removed  by  the  owners. 

Unavoidable  delay  is  sometimes  experienced  in  tracing  ownership 
of  vehicles  apparently  abandoned.  Three  vehicles  were  owned  by 
persons  outside  the  district  and  in  one  case,  change  of  ownership 
had  not  been  notified  to  the  licensing  authority,  the  vehicle  had 
changed  hands  on  two  further  occasions.  On  the  last  occasion  the 
vehicle  had  been  purchased  for  spares  and  the  remainder  left  in  a 
lane  as  expendable.  The  remains  were  eventually  removed  to  a local 
scrap  yard®

28  vaca-ncies  have  occurred  in  existing  Council  houses,  6 were  used 
to  rehouse  existing  tenants  in  more  suitable  accommodation,  4 were 
used  to  rehouse  tenants  from  properties  subject  to  closing  orders 
or  in  the  above  Clearance  Area,  and  18  new  housing  applicants  were 
rehoused. 

All  the  dwellings  comprising  the  Walker  Place  Clearance  Area  were 
purchased  by  the  Council  during  the  year  following  the  rehousing  of 
the  remaining  tenants.  The  property  has  now  been  demolished  and  the 
site  cleared. 

Negotiations  are  now  proceeding  with  the  owner  of  properties  in 
Thanet  Square  and  Keighley  Road  with  a view  to  purchase  of  a 
further  16  properties  all  of  which  are  single-back  or  back-to-back 
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type.  It  is  proposed  to  take  these  out  of  occupation  as  soon  as 
possible  after  acquisition. 

Some  progress  was  made  with  the  Bridge  Street  Improvement  Scheme, 
which  though  primarily  a road  improvement  scheme,  has  resulted  in 
old  properties  being  acquired  by  the  Council.  5 such  properties 
are  included  in  the  scheme,  2 of  which  have  now  been  demolished. 
Properties  are  also  being  purchased  for  further  road  improvements 
in  this  area  and  18  Bridge  Street  was  one  of  the  properties  transferred 
to  the  Council  during  the  year. 

2 houses  were  represented  as  unfit  and  undertakings  not  to  re-let 
accepted  from  the  owners  concerned.  2 relatively  modern  bungalows 
at  2 and  4 Thomber  Grove  were  considered  unfit  and  incapable  of 
repair  at  reasonable  expense  due  to  settlement  of  the  foundations, 
apparently  caused  by  land  slip.  Extensive  damage  is  being  caused  to 
the  side  and  rear  walls  and  there  appeared  to  be  some  danger  of  roof 
collapse.  Both  properties  are  now  closed  pending  a decision  on 
future  action. 

Maintenance  of  the  Council's  houses  has  proceeded  throughout  the 
yeax  and  the  policy  of  improvement  of  the  older  houses  continued. 

Metal  window  frames  were  removed  from  the  72  houses  and  flats  on  the 
former  Ministry  of  Supply  Estate  and  replaced  with  new  standard 
casements  at  a cost  of  £4,6l9.20p. 

Later  in  the  year  work  commenced  on  a major  improvement  to  the  11 
remaining  houses  on  the  Skipton  Road  Estate  involving  the  renewal 
of  bathroom  suites,  rewiring,  improvements  to  layout,  new  kitchen 
units,  and  replacement  of  external  paths  and  fencing.  The  total 
extent  of  the  work  is  £9,600.00,  an  improvement  contribution  is  being 
made  by  the  Department  of  the  Environment. 

No  further  building  of  Council  houses  took  place  during  the  year 
nor  is  any  contemplated.  Conversion  of  three-bedroomed  houses  to 
flats  continued  on  the  former  Ministry  of  Supply  Estate  and  four 
additional  units  were  provided  and  first  occupied  during  the  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  period  work  on  four  more  conversions  was  in 
progress.  When  this  work  is  completed  there  will  be  46  units  for 
elderly  people  in  the  scheme,  all  of  which  will  be  connected  to  a 
Warden's  Inter-communicating  System. 

The  Council  continued  it's  policy  to  sell  it's  houses,  three  such 
sales  being  negotiated  in  the  year.  There  are  indications  that  the 
number  of  applicants  for  Council  housing  is  increasing  but  this 
could  be  a temporary  result  of  the  financial  restrictions  and 
mortgage  costs. 

The  number  of  completions  of  private  enterprise  housing  remained 
low  throughout  the  year  and  considerable  areas  of  land  approved  for 
residential  development  remain  unsold.  There  are  signs  however,  that 
the  publication  of  the  preferred  route  of  the  Aire  Valley  Trunk  Road 
has  awakened  some  interest  in  this  district  among  house-builders. 

This  road  will  link  all  the  Aire  Valley  Towns  with  the  National 
motor  way  system  and  will  provide  speedy  access  to  the  West  Riding 
industrial  areas. 

Silsdon  will,  therefore,  be  particularly  well  situated  to  provide  a 
good  residential  environment  and  is  equipped  with  the  necessary  basic 
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services  for  such  type  of  development  having  good  water  supply 
and  sewage  disposal  facilities.  Furthermore  Silsden,  although 
categorised  as  an  urban  industrial  area  is  in  fact  extremely  rural 
in  character  lying  as  it  does  on  the  wide  southern  slopes  of  the 
Aire  Valley  with  plenty  of  'living  space'. 

3.  MOVABLE  DWELLINGS: 

There  are  two  licensed  caravan  sites  in  the  district  providing 
accommodation  for  touring,  holiday  and  residential  caravans.  These 
sites  were  reported  on  in  detail  -under  this  heading  in  last  year's 
report,  and  there  have  been  no  changes  during  the  current  year. 

4.  WATER  SUPPLIES; 

Bradford  Corporation  Waterworks  Department  continue  to  be  the 
Statutory  Undertakers  for  the  supply  of  water  to  this  district. 
Several  works  of  improvement  were  carried  out  during  the  year 
including  the  provision  of  new  water  mains  in  severed  streets  in 
the  town  and  the  enlargement  of  the  service  reservoir.  Plans  were 
also  submitted  for  the  provision  of  a new  treatment  plant  for  which 
tenders  are  being  invited  at  the  present  time.  During  the  year  the 
raw  watc-r  for  the  supply  to  this  district  wan  taken  from  the  Barden 
Aqueduct  and  treated  at  the  plant  situated  at  Silsden  Reservoir,  it 
is  this  plant  which  is  to  be  completely  replaced  by  the  new  works 
referred  to  above  which  are  to  be  erected  on  a nearby  site.  It  is 
understood  that  on  completion  of  the  new  plant  it  is  proposed  to 
commence  abstraction  of  water  from  Silsden  Reservoir  for  the  supply 
to  this  district. 

Priva„te  water  supplies  in  the  district  are  medniy  from  boreholes 
which  consistently  produce  good  sample  results.  There  is  some 
evidence,  however,  to  support  the  view  that  the  yield  from  some 
boreholes  is  being  affected  by  the  low  rainfall  of  the  two  preceding 
years. 

The  low  rainfall  resulted  in  a shortage  of  water  at  Swartha  and 
caused  the  residents  in  that  area  to  launch  an  appeal  to  the  Council 
for  a better  supply.  This  appeal,  written  in  -uncompromising 
language,  received  a great  deal  of  publicity  in  the  press  and  had 
some  television  coverage.  The  Council  responded  to  the  appeal  by 
making  an  approach  to  the  Statutory  Undertaker  for  assistance. 

After  consultation  it  was  obvious  that  it  would  be  an  extremely 
uneconomic  proposition  to  make  a public  water  supply  to  Swartha  and 
it  was  decided  to  investigate  the  possibility  of  providing  a 
communal  borehole  and  a new  distribution  system.  It  was  also 
considered  that  lack  of  an  adequate  water  supply  was  a defect,  the 
provision  of  which  would  rank  for  an  improvement  grant  in  accordance 
with  the  Housing  Act,  1969.  This  proposition  was  put  to  the  house- 
holders concerned  but  a scheme  had  not  been  agreed  by  the  end  of  the 
year.

5.  SEUERAGE  AND  SEU7AGE  DISPOSAL: 


The  treatment  of  sewage  from  this  area  has  continued  to  he  carried 
out  by  the  Borough  of  Keighley  at  their  Marlcy  Sewage  Disposal 
T7orks.  During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  a joint  inspection  of 
the  Aire  Valley  Trunk  Sewer  was  carried  out  by  this  Council  and 
Skipton  Rural  District  Council.  There  was  found  to  bo  evidence  of 
some  silting  up  in  sections  of  the  sower  and  provision  is  being 
made  in  the  next  financial  year  for  some  cleansing  of  the  sewer  to 
be  carried  out  by  a specialist  contractor. 

Keighley  Corporation  has  carried  out  a series  of  tests  to  ascertain 
the  strength  of  the  sewage  from  this  district,  as  this  factor  is 
taken  into  account  when  treatment  changes  arc  being  assessed.  The 
character  of  the  sewage  from  this  district  is  known  to  have  been 
changing  during  the  past  few  yeans  due  to  changes  in  the  industry  in 
the  town.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  results  of  the  tests  will  show 
a reduction  in  strength  and  will  ultimately  result  in  reduced  charges 
for  treatment. 

During  the  year  a sewer  extension  was  completed  for  the  purpose  of 
connecting  No’s.  91  and  93  Skipton  Road.  These  two  houses  were 
the  only  ones  remaining  in  the  built-up  area  of  the  town  to  use 
septic  tank  sewage  disposal. 

In  the  outlying  areas  of  the  district,  single  house  and  farm 
sewage  disposal  is  by  moans  of  septic  tank  or  cesspool,  these  are 
being  improved  or  reconstructed  each  year,  a further  two  tanks 
being  constructed  in  the  current  year. 

Two  main  sewerage  schemes  are  contemplated  in  the  district,  one  is 
a new  surface  water  sewer  in  Howden  Road  to  relieve  the  surcharging 
which  occurs  in  this  area  each  time  there  is  a period  of  excessive 
rainfall  and  the  other  is  to  provide  an  adequate  outfall  for 
sewerage  for  a new  residential  area  to  be  developed  in  Howden  Road 
which  may  comprise  some  200  dwellings.  In  this  case  a crossing  of 
the  Leeds  and  Liverpool  Canal  will  be  necessary. 

Numerous  minor  improvements  of  surface  water  sewerage  were  carried 
out  during  the  year  as  a result  of  the  extensive  programme  of 
private  street  works  completed  during  the  period.  A major  work 
was  also  commenced  in  the  eulverting  of  Elliott  Street  beck.  This 
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work,  when  completed,  will  enable  a new  road  to  be  constructed  to 
connect  Elliott  Street  to  Woodside  Road. 

Housing  improvement  grants  resulted  in  the  abolition  of  a further  8 
waste  water  closets  and  2 more  converted  as  a result  of  the  direct 
conversion  grant. 

6.  FACTORIES  AM)  WORKPLACES; 

There  are  48  factories  on  the  register  in  the  district  and  2 out- 
workers were  notified. 

Most  of  the  factories  in  this  area  are  concerned  with  the  manufacture 
of  textiles.  This  industry  has  been  experiencing  a difficult  period 
throughout  the  yean  and  there  has  been  some  short  time  working.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  there  came  a threat  that  one  old  established 
business  with  a 100  or  so  employees  was  about  to  close. 

In  these  circumstances  it  is  to  be  understood  that  there  have  been 
no  expansion  schemes  to  premises  nor  any  major  improvement  schemes. 
Routine  inspections  have  not  brought  any  major  defects  to  light,  in 
fact,  a,s  the  work  force  declines  in  numbers  existing  f anilities 
become  more  adequate. 

The  Council  has  been  concerned  about  the  difficulties  of  the  wool 
textile  industry  for  some  time,  particularly,  as  the  area  is  so 
dependent  on  it.  Meetings  have  been  held  with  officials  of  the 
Department  of  Employment  and  Productivity  to  see  if  any  steps 
could  bo  taken  to  attract  industry  into  the  district.  The  Council 
having  in  mind  the  development  of  the  Sykes  Lane  area  as  an 
industrial  estate.  The  statistics  supplied  by  the  Department  were 
not  very  encouraging  and  a„t  the  end  of  the  year  no  positive  decisions 
had  been  taken, 

7.  SCHOOLS ; 

The  situation  regarding  school  buildings  in  this  area,  is  exactly 
the  same  has  it  has  boon  for  many  years.  The  secondary  school  at 
Hothfield  Street  is  now  part  of  the  South  Craven  Secondary  School 
and  the  junior  school  is  at  Airo  View.  This  particular  school  is 
inadequate  for  the  number  of  pupils  and  uso  is  made  of  other 
accommodation  in  two  Church  Halls  some  distance  from  the  main  school. 
It  is  a common  sight,  therefore,  in  Silsden  to  see  crocodiles  of 
children  being  marched  under  the  care  of  their  teachers  down  the 
busy  main  street  and  across  the  pedestrian  crossings  whilst  changing 
from  one  school  premise  to  another.  There  has  been  a great  deal  of 
talk  throughout  the  years  about  changes  to  be  made,  but  it  would 
appear  that  whilst  the  'crocodiles'  remain  the  same,  only  the 
children  change. 

There  are  signs,  however,  of  improvements  to  come,  extensions  now 
proceeding  at  South  Craven  Secondary  School  will  accommodate  the 
pupils  now  at  Hothfield  Street  School  and  this  building  after 
considerable  renovation  is  to  become  part  of  the  Aire  View  school. 

As  previously  reported  land,  has  been  earmarked  in  the  Benklands 
area,  as  a site  for  a future  junior  school. 
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8.  KEEPING  OF  ANIMALS : 

There  arc  no  promises  licensed  under  the  Pet  Animals  Act,  1951* 

Two  premises  are  licensed  under  the  Animal  Boarding  Establishment  Act, 
1963  and  at  present  only  dogs  are  boarded.  One  of  those  establish- 
ments is  used  solely  for  private  boarding  and  the  other  is  used  almost 
entirely  by  the  local  police  and  the  R.S.P.C.A.  Frequent  inspections 
and  reports  are  made  by  the  R.S.P.C.E.  on  these  establishments. 

The  Council  accepted  from  the  U.R.C.C.  delegation  of  their  powers 
under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  (baste  Foods)  Order,  1957*  There  is 
only  one  licensed  waste  food  boiling  plant  in  the  district. 

Complaints  were  received  during  the  year  of  a nuisance  from  barking 
dogs.  Investigations  wore  made  but  no  statutory  action  was  taken. 

9.  PLACES  OF  ENTRAINMENT; 

This  was  reported  on  extensively  in  the  report  for  1969  and  no 
major  changes  have  occurred  since.  Plans  were  prepared  at  the  end 
of  the  year  for  a new  pavilion  in  the  playing  fields  for  use  by 
the  members  of  the  Silsdcn  Playing  Fields  Bowling  Club. 

10.  SMOKE  ABATEMENT ; 

There  are  no  smoke  control  areas  in  this  district  and  though  there 
is  still  a groat  deal  of  bituminous  coal  burned  on  open  fires  by 
the  residents,  there  is,  at  the  same  time  a voluntary  swing  towards 
the  use  of  other  fuels,  namely  electricity  and  particularly  gas. 

This  tendency  will  no  doubt  increase  under  the  impetus  of  the 
conversions  to  North  Sea  Gas  scheduled  in  1971  and  the  associated 
grants. 

11.  OFFENSIVE  TRADES ; 

The  only  offensive  trade  in  this  district  is  the  tannery  at  Bolton 
Road. 

12.  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL; 


The  system  of  refuse  collection  as  described  in  previous  reports 
was  maintained  throughout  the  year,  a weekly  collection  being 
maintained  in  the  built-up  area  of  the  town  with  special  arrange- 
ments for  the  outdistricts. 

During  the  period  of  the  refuse  collection  strike,  paper  sacks  were 
made  available  to  the  householders  who  cither  stored  them  on  their 
promises  or  disposed  of  them  at  the  refuse  tip,  the  tip  gates  being 
left  unlocked  throughout  the  strike  for  this  purpose.  There  was 
some  accumulation  of  refuse  in  the  district  a„s  a result  of  the 
strike  but  conditions  quickly  returned  to  normal  after  it  was 
settled. 

There  were  some  reports  that  children,  collecting  for  bonfires,  were 
being  paid  by  householders  to  dispose  of  their  refuse  by  tipping 
the  bins  on  to  bonfires.  This  seemed  to  be  an  extremely  unwise 
action  to  take  and  a warning  statement  was  made  in  the  press. 
However,  November  5th  passed  off  safely  and  so  fan  an  is  known  there 
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were  no  accidents  due  to  flying  glass  or  exploding  empty  aerosol  tins. 

The  main  problem  during  the  strike  was  at  the  refuse  tip  where  two 
serious  and  unexplained  fires  occurred,  both  of  which  proved  to  be 
difficult  and  expensive  to  extinguish.  It  is  thought  that  the  fires 
were  due  to  the  fact  that  as  the  gates  were  left  unlocked  many  more 
of  the  public  had  access.  Furthermore,  because  of  the  strike  and 
the  uncontrolled  nature  of  the  tipping  talcing  place,  no  doubt  some 
member  of  the  public  may  have  thought  tha-t  starting  a fire  was  a 
better  method  of  disposal. 

Consultations  regarding  alternative  means  of  refuse  disposal  have 
confined  with  neighbouring  Authorities  but  this  matter  is  not  so 
urgent  as  to  make  any  change  necessary  prior  to  the  outcome  of  the 
proposals  outlined  in  tho  V.'hite  Paper  on  Local  Government 
Re  - o rgan  i s al  i on . 

Salvage  of  wa.ste  paper  continued  throughout  the  year,  134  tons  being 
collected  which  produced  an  income  of  £1,027. 

To  comply  with  the  Civic  Amenities  Act,  the  refuse  tip  has  remained 
unlocked  throughout  each  weekend  and  apart  from  the  period  of  the 
strike  no  abuses  have  been  noted. 

13.  RODENT  CONTROL s 

Arrangements  for  tho  control  of  rodents  are  the  sane  as  outlined 
in  previous  reports.  A free  domestic  service  being  maintained 
throughout  the  district. 

There  were  59  complaints  during  the  period  which,  on  investigation, 
proved  to  be  37  of  rats  and  22  of  mice.  Skipton  R.D.C.  farm  treat- 
ment service  holds  contracts  for  5 farms  in  this  Council's  area. 

14.  RAG,  FLOCK  AMD  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT,  1951s 
No  action  necessary  during  the  period. 

15.  INSPECTIONS  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD; 

There  are  no  licensed  slaughterhouses  or  poultry  processing  premises 
in  the  area,  therefore  no  routine  moat  inspections  are  carried  out. 

A considerable  amount  of  frozen  food  was  condemned  during  the  year 
owing  to  defective  refrigeration. 

There  are  no  ice-cream  manufacturing  promises  in  the  district  but 
20  retail  shops  were  registered  under  Section  1 6 of  the  Foods  and 
Drugs  Act,  1955  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  icc-cream.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTORS  REPORT 


1.  HOUSING 


Five  hundred  and  eight  visits  were  made  for  the  purpose  of 
inspecting  houses  for  disrepair,  investigating  applications  for 
improvement  grants,  and  qualification  certificates  in  respect  of 
dwellings  subject  to  controlled  tenancy. 

The  only  houses  constructed  were  four  by  private  builders. 

The  number  of  standard  grants  completed  for  the  improvement  of 
houses  was  6l,  involving  a cost  of  £5,037  in  grant  and  the  number 
of  discretionary  grants  was  9,  at  a cost  of  £3,011.  Only  ten 
houses  were  tenanted. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Section  157  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957, 
Official  Representations  were  made  to  the  Health  Committee  of 
the  Council  in  respect  of  two  areas  comprising  four  through  houses 
in  Gas  Street  and  thirty-two  back-to-back  houses  in  the  Broughton 
Road  district.  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  were  made  in  both  cases, 
and  the  Gas  Street  Order  was  confirmed. 

Unfit  houses  still  requiring  attention  are  thirteen  situated  in 
the  Canal  Street  area  for  which  Official  Representation  has  been 
made;  and  ten  houses  belonging  to  the  Council  in  Back  Water  Street 
and  seven  in  other  districts.

2.  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT 

In  the  Summer  two  complaints  were  received  of  offensive  smells 
from  a poultry  farm.  On  investigation  it  was  found  that  the 
main  cause  was  due  to  the  emptying  of  manure  from  the  battery 
houses,  operated  on  the  Californian  style.  This  method  involved 
the  housing  of  poultry  for  approximately  fourteen  months  in 
battery  cages  for  egg  production.  At  the  end  of  this  period  the 
manure  was  removed,  the  huts  were  disinfected  and  afterwards 
restocked  with  poultry.  There  were  six  battery  houses  each 
accommodating  up  to  700  birds,  operating  on  this  principle,  and 
on  this  occasion  two  had  been  emptied  simultaneously.  The  manure 
on  removal  was  taken  off  the  site  by  tractor  and  trailer.  The 
owner  said  he  intended  replacing  the  six  battery  houses  by  two  new 
battery  houses  each  to  accommodate  up  to  5000  poultry.  It  was 
hoped  that  some  improvement  would  result  from  the  provision  of 
new  modem  designed  battery  houses.  In  the  future  the  poultry 
keeper  agreed  to  treat  the  manure  during  removal  with  an  odour 
control  compound. 


3.  FACT0HI5S 

Eighty-eight  inspections  were  made  of  the  seventy-six  mechanical 
factories  on  the  register.  Particulars  are  given  in  the  appendix 
to  the  report. 

4.  MOVABLE  DWELLINGS 

There  were  no  additions  to  the  two  sites  licensed  in  Harrogate 
Road.  One  sits  consisting  of  14#  5 acres  and  licensed  for  174 
caravans,  30  of  which  were  permanently  occupied.  The  other  site 
licensed  for  two  caravans.  Both  sites  were  conducted  in  a most 
satisfactory  manner. 

Particularly  during  the  holiday  periods,  itinerant  traders  and 
gypsies  were  a problem  when  they  parked  their  caravans  on  the 
public  car  parks  and  other  vacant  sites  in  the  district. 


5.  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


All  the  properties  within  the  built  up  area  are  connected  to  the 
public  sewers. 

Neutralising  equipment  was  installed  at  a local  dyeworks  which 
assisted  in  improving  the  effluent.  In  the  near  future  works  of 
improvement  at  the  sewage  works  are  contemplated.

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6.  RODENT  CONTROL 

A Council  allotment  site  was  treated  for  rat  infestation  and  32  lbs 
of  bait  was  consumed.  On  two  occasions,  Ings  Lane  refuse  tip  was 
treated,  208  lbs  of  biotrol  bait  was  used  and  78  bodies  of  rats 
were  found. 

43  and  38  other  premises  were  treated  for  rats  and  mice  respectively. 
Biotrol  and  Alphakil  baits  were  used.  100  sewer  manholes  were 
treated  with  4 ozs  baits  of  fluoroacet amide. 

In  addition  35  premises  received  treatment  by  a specialist  firm.

3.  SCHOOLS 

There  are  twelve  schools  in  the  district.  The  general  standard  of 
cleanliness  of  the  conveniences  was  found  to  be  satisfactory.  A 
high  standard  of  cleanliness  in  the  kitchens  was  maintained. 
Additional  means  of  ventilation  in  one  kitchen  was  recommended  and 
this  is  receiving  attention. 

9.  PET  ANIMALS 

Five  licences  were  granted  to  keep  pet  shops.  The  provisions  of 
the  Act  were  complied  with. 

10.  PLACES  CF  ENTERTAINMENT . PUBLIC  HOUSES.  REFRESHMENT  HOUSES  ETC. 

Eight-eight  inspections  were  made  of  the  sanitary  conveniences  on 
these  premises.  The  general  standard  of  repair  and  decoration  was 
good  except  at  five  premises  where  decorating  and  repairs  were 
necessary.  In  all  these  cases  the  requirements  were  carried  out 
or  receiving  attention. 

11.  CLEAN  ,tIF 

1,024  visits  were  made  relating  to  the  installation  of  heating 
appliances.  Number  6 Smoke  Control  Order  became  operative  on 
the  1st  September.  There  are  now  2,931  dwellings  and  1,348  acres 
under  Smoke  Control.  Number  7 Smoke  Control  Area  was  scheduled 
to  come  into  operation  on  1st  September,  1971.  A representative 
of  the  National  Coal  Board  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Trade 
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Association  stated  that  they  could  not  guarantee  solid  fuel 
supplies  for  another  area  and  therefore  it  was  recommended  that 
consideration  should  .be  deferred  until  March,  1971. 


12.  OFFENSIVE  TRADES 

There  is  one  rag  and  bona  dealer  in  the  district.  The  premises 
were  kept  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

13.  PETROLEUM  (REGULATIONS)  ACT.  1928-1936 

32  licences  were  issued  for  authority  to  store  petroleum  or 
petroleum  mixtures.  The  fuel  stored  was  71,939  gallons  of  petrol 
and  petrol  mixtures. 

Officers  of  the  Fire  Service  Department  of  the  West  Riding  County 
Council  were  very  helpful  in  giving  the  department  the  benefit 
of  their  experience. 


14.  MEAT  FOR  FEEDING  ANIMALS 


There  is  only  one  shop  in  the  area  selling  meat  for  animals.  The 
meat  is  received  sterilised  and  sorted  and  graded  by  the  shop- 
keeper before  sale. 

15.  ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS 

One  license  was  granted  under  the  provisions  of  the  Animal 
Boarding  Establishment  Act,  1963.  The  buildings  were  kept  in  a 
satisfactory  condition,  well  ventilated  and  heated,  and  the 
standard  of  cleanliness  was  found  to  be  very  good. 

16.  CIVIC  AMENITIES  .*CT 

Notices  were  served  upon  the  owners  of  two  abandoned  vehicles. 

The  vehicles  were  removed  to  scrap  dealers'  premises. 

17.  DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ~ (WuSTE  FOODS)  ORDER.-  1957 

One  waste  food  boiling  plant  connected'  with  a piggery  is 
licensed.  A steam  injector  is  used  for  sterilising  the  waste 
food.  The  plant  was  found  to  be  operating  satisfactorily.

20.  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  vehicles  used  on  refuse  collection  were  two  Shelvoke  and  Drewry 
VPakamatic’  continuous  loaders  of  35  cu.  yds.  and  20  cu,  yds. 
capacity,  and  a 14/13  cu.  yds.  capacity  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  dual 
tip  fitted  with  compression  plate.  A similar  dual  tip  vehicle  was 
kept  in  reserve  in  case  of  emergency. 

An  order  was  placed  for  a Shelvoke  and  Drewry  35  cu.  yds.  dual  tip 
to  replace  the  14/13  cu,  yds.  one.  This  vehicle  should  help 'to 
improve  the  collection  in  the  central  shopping  area  where  the 
problem  of  bulky  refuse  continues  to  increase. 

Three  drivers  and  eight  loaders  were  regularly  employed  on  refuse 
collections  and  with  the  exception  of  holiday  periods  a weekly 
collection  of  refuse  was  maintained. 

The  Council  decided  to  discontinue  the  charges  to  cafes,  hotels 
and  shops  for  the  collection  of  refuse,  but  to  continue  charging 
for  the  removal  of  refuse  from  other  trade  premises. 

The  salvage  of  waste  paper  produced  an  income  of  £2,332,  4«  0. 

and  the  total  bonus  paid  to  the  workmen  was  £916.  1.  11. 

Refuse  disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping  at  Ings  Lane.  The  present 
tip  was  almost  completed  but  negotiations  were  in  progress  with  the 
owner  of  the  tipping  land  to  enable  a further  five  feet  layer  of 
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refuse  to  be  tipped  over  the  existing  site. 

The  purchase  of  the  disused  British  Railways  engine  sheds  was 
decided  upon  with  the  possible  future  use  as  a depot  and  garages, 
and  additional  refuse  disposal  facilities. 

The  following  account  of  the  cost  of  refuse  collection  .and  disposal 
was  furnished  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council;

21.  STREET  CLEANSING 


The  man  power  employed  on  street  cleansing  was  one  driver  and 
three  street  orderlies  and  the  vehicular  equipment  used  was  a 
Dennis /Johnston  suction  type  mechanical  sweeper,  a pedestrian 
controlled  electrically  operated  Harbilt  truck  and  two  street 
orderly  barrows. 

The  mechanical  sweeper  driver  commences  work  at  5.0  a.m.  in  order 
to  sweep  the  town  centre  routes  before  the  busy  flow  of  traffic 
begins. 

The  street  orderlies  work  overtime  at  weekends  and  certain  evenings 
in  the  town  centre  because  of  the  large  amount  of  litter  deposited, 
especially  on  market  days. 
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The  department  also  carried  out  the  sweeping  of  all  trunk  and 
classified  roads  in  the  urban  area  for  the  West  Riding  County 
Council. 

On  several  occasions  during  the  year  the  mechanical  sx^eeper  and 
driver  were  hired  to  the  Skipton  R.D.C.  for  the  purpose  of  sweeping 
their  district  roads. 


22.  GULLY  CLEANS IN 


A 600  gallons  'Yorkshire'  combined  gully  and  cesspool  emptying 
machine  on  a BMC  chassis  with  a driver  and  labourer  are  employed  on 
the  cleansing  of  gullies  on  all  the  streets  in  the  town. 

The  cleansing  of  gullies  on  trunk  and  classified  roads  is  undertaken 
on  behalf  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council. 

Private  cesspools  are  emptied  at  the  request  of  owners  and  charged 
for  at  an  hourly  rate. 

The  gully  cleansing  crew  also  carry  out  the  periodical  flushing 
of  certain  sewers  in  the  urban  area  and  cleanse  the  district  gullies 
and  sewers  for  Earby  Urban  District  Council  twice  each  year. 


23.  INSPECTIONS  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


(a)  Milk  Supply 

The  majority  of  the  milk  consumed  in  the  area  was  pasteurised  by 
Associated  Dairies  Ltd.  There  were  27  distributors  of  milk  on  the 
register,  6 being  producer  retailers  and  only  5 of  the  remainder 
sold  untreated  milk.  15  shops  were  on  the  register  to  sell 
pasteurised  or  sterilised  milk.

Four  complaints  were  received  relating  to  dirty  milk  bottles. 
These  were  thoroughly  investigated  but  no  legal  proceedings  were 
considered  necessary. 


(b)  Meat  and  other  Foods 

The  slaughtering  in  the  district  is  carried  out  at  the  Council  owned 
Public  Slaughterhouse.  33  slaughtermen's  licences  were  granted  and 
with  the  exception  of  a few  private  butchers,  the  main  slaughtering 
was  done  by  a contractor  employed  by  the  butchers. 
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The  meat  carrying  vehicles  were  regularly  inspected  and  found  to 
be  kept  clean  and  satisfactorily  constructed. 

Careful  supervision  .of  slaughtermen  was  made  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  to  ensure  that  hygienic  and  humane  practices  were 
adhered  to.

No  Council  houses  were  erected  in  the  District  in  1970. 

Private  Enterprise 

32  dwellings  were  completed  during  the  year  - 17  bungalows  and  15  two 
storey  houses  - A further  21  dwellings  were  in  the  course  of  construction 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Conversions 

Small  house  and  Bakery  premises  at  Grindleton  were  converted  into  a good 
family  house  and  a flat. 

The  National  school  at  Newton,  was  vacated  in  1967,  It  has  noxj  been 
converted  into  a very  roomy  single  storey  dwelling  complete  with  modem 
sanitation  and  equipment. 
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Unfit  Houses 


The  old  Temperance  Hotel  at  Tosside,  which  has  been  closed  for  a number 
of  years,  was  purchased  by  a local  man.  Work  on  renovation  and 
improvement  commenced  in  December  and  I understand  that  the  owner  has 
the  intention  of  converting  the  premises  into  a licenced  hotel. 

House  Repairs 

In  24  houses  defects  were  remedied  after  informal  action. 

Overcrowding 

One  case  of  overcrowding  came  to  notice  during  the  year.  This  was  at  a 
house  in  the  West  Bradford  area.  Parents  and  5 sons  - ages  ranging  from 
7 to  15  years  of  age  - were  occupying  a two  bedroomed  house. 

Grant  aid  was  given  for  the  provision  of  the  necessary  additional  bedroom 
and  bathroom  accommodation,  work  on  this  was  completed  in  December.

MOVABLE  DWELLINGS 


Multiple  Caravan  Sites 

"Multiple”  would  seem  here  to  be  the  operative  word,  for  each  year 
additions  are  made  to  the  number  of  sites  in  the  District. 
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’’Shire  bum”  Caravan  Site.  Waddington 

There  is  here  a capacity  for  about  200  caravans  and  no  further  expansion 
has  taken  place.  Work  of  improving  the  internal  roadway  system  has  been 
proceeding. 

The  site  has  been  well  maintained  throughout  the  season. 

’’Three  Rivers11,  West  Bradford. 

The  extension  of  this  site  is  now  proceeding,  and  full  capacity  on  land 
available  will  be  reached  next  year.  Consideration  will  no  doubt  then  be 
given  to  consolidating  the  several  licences  granted  in  past  years  for 
various  numbers  of  caravans  on  site. 

The  erection  of  a toilet  block  for  use  of  the  occupiers  of  the  extended 
portion  was  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  attention  of  the  proprietor  was  drawn  to  his  failure  to  abide  by 
licence  condition  No.  2 - that  caravans  were  not  to  be  less  than  20  feet 
apart  - The  situation  was  remedied  in  due  course. 

’’Twin  Ghvlls”,  Pay t home 

There  have  been  no  further  extensions  of  this  site,  which  now  is 
licenced  for  approximately  150  caravans. 

Work  on  the  improvement  of  internal  roads  and  footpaths  has  been  carried 
out.  Good  maintenance  and  supervision  has  been  kept  at  all  times. 

’’Little  Todber”,  Gisburn 

The  erection  of  a second  toilet  block  was  completed  in  August.  This, 
along  with  the  block  erected  in  1969,  provides  sufficient  toilet 
accommodation  for  the  occupiers  of  the  100  caravans  for  which  the  site 
is  licenced. 

In  July,  planning  approval  was  given  for  a portion  of  land  near  the 
farm  buildings  to  be  used  for  the  display  and  sale  of  caravans,  and  in 
November  planning  permission  was  refused  for  an  extension  to  the  site  on 
the  grounds  of  inadequate  screening. 

This  site  is  also  well  maintained. 

’’Hardacre  Gate".  Rimington 

Permission  for  a multiple  caravan  site  at  the  above  was  given  in  July  and 
a licence  for  200  caravans  approved. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  work  was  in  progress  on  the  erection  of  a toilet 
block  which  would  provide  suitable  facilities  for  the  occupants  of  60 
caravans.  No  doubt  as  more  sites  are  taken  up,  further  toilet  blocks 
and  other  amenities  will  be  forthcoming. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 


Main  water  supplies  to  the  area  are  under  the  control  of  two  Water  Boards 
Fylde  Water  Board  for  most  of  the  district  and  Graven  Water  Board  for  the 
parish  of  Horton  in  Graven. 

As  in  previous  years  a mutual  exchange  of  Reports  on  the  condition  of  the 
supplies  takes  place  between  the  Engineers  of  both  Boards  and  myself. 

I take,  on  routine,  one  sample  from  each  village  at  approximately  three 
monthly  intervals,  these  are  examined  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in 
Preston:

No  action  under  this  heading  has  been  necessary. 


SCHOOLS 


No  extensions  or  significant  alterations  have  taken  place  this  year. 

Waddington  School 

The  fouling  of  a small  stream  opposite  this  school  was  investigated  and 

found  to  be  due  to  two  causess- 

1)  Crude  effluent  from  the  school  septic  tanks  were  gaining  access.  The 
tanks  were  cleaned  out 

2)  The  drain  from  a nearby  house,  when  tested,  was  found  to  be  in  a 
very  defective  condition,  thus  making  additional  contribution  to  the 
fouling  of  the  stream.  This  drain  was  repaired  forthwith. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSE 

Domestic  refuse  is  collected  in  all  19  parishes,  the  Council's  own 
workmen  and  vehicles  being  employed  for  the  purpose. 

A new  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  barrier  loader  refuse  vehicle  of  20  cubic 
yards  capacity  was  purchased  in  October,  This  vehicle  replaced  the  old 
Karrier  Bantam  and  owing  to  its  greater  efficiency  we  were  able  to 
release  the  other  refuse  lorry,  a Karrier  Gamecock  for  part  time  duty 
on  highways. 
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FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS 


The  number  of  these  is  the  same  as  in  previous  years.  A new  garage  - 
workshop  has  been  erected  -at  West  Bradford.  This  is  more  or  less  an 
extension  of  existing  premises,  where  toilet  facilities  were  already 
provided. 


RODENT  CONTROL 


Regular  disinfestation  treatments  are  carried  out  at  the  Council's  Refuse 
tips  and  on  sewage  works.  Requests  for  treatment  on  farms,  business 
premises  and  private  dwellings  receive  prompt  attention. 

Ou.r  Rodent  Operative  has  also  attended  to  the  destruction  of  several 
wasps*  nests. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  SUPPLIES 


Food  Vending  Stalls  (Mobile) 

Several  of  these  (ice  cream,  coffoo  and  sweets  etc)  were  operating  at 
various  points  in  the  district  during  the  summer  months.  The  conditions 
with  regard  to  cleanliness  and  attention  to  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  were,  on  the  whole,  quite  good. 

However,  one  stall  owner  from  Southport,  whose  ideas  of  cleanliness 
were  both  vague  and  elementary,  had  to  be  admonished  verbally  and  by 
letter  before  improvement  was  noted. 


MILK 


Routine  Sampling 

Many  samples  of  milk  from  Producer-retailers,  Retailers  and  from 
schools  were  taken  by  the  Officers  of  the  County  Council. 

Brucellosis 

The  County  Analyst’s  Reports  on  the  above  samples  indicated  that 
during  the  year,  milk  from  7 farms  showed  evidence  of  Brucella  abortus. 
When  adverse  reports  have  been  received,  it  has  been  my  practice  to 
take  a sample  of  milk  from  each  co w in  the  milking  herds  concerned 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Preston  for  examination.

* REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


With  a view  to  exploring  the  possibility  of  amalgamation  by  the  three 
authorities  of  Kendal,  South  Westmorland  and  Sedbergh  in  a joint  scheme 
for  the  treatment/disposal  of  refuse,  a Meeting  of  Representatives  from 
the  three  authorities  took  place  at  Kendal  on  the  18th  March,  1970. 

While  the  question  of  the  possible  installation  of  a pulverisation  plant 
was  briefly  discussed  and  certain  costs  produced,  this  line  of  action 
was  not  pursued,  as  both  the  major  authorities  were  of  the  opinion  that 
they  could  carry  on  in  the  interim  by  a system  of  controlled  tipping, 
the  intention  being  to  utilize  certain  quarries  adjacent  to  Kendal. 

At  the  same  time  it  was  agreed  that,  should  the  two  major  authorities 
have  need  to  reconsider  the  question  of  refuse  disposal/treatment  within 
the  next  2-3  years,  as  seemed  quite  possible,  Sedbergh  be  given  the 
opportunity  of  combining  in  any  such  discussion. 

This  outlet  being  unfortunately  closed,  the  Council  were  forced  to 
reconsider  their  position,  and  consideration  was  given  to  a possible 
site  for  a tip  at  Bluecaster,  while  the  possibility  of  making  use  of 
certain  disused  railway  cuttings  was  examined. 
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These  were  discussed  on  various  counts,  and  consideration  had,  perforce, 
to  be  given  to  the  possible  extension  eastwards  of  the  existing  Central 
Tip  at  Langstone  Quarry. 

The  approval  of  the  Area  Planning  Officer  to  this  proposal  has  been 
obtained,  subject  to  various  safeguards,  one  of  which  is  that  the  depth 
of  material  tipped  should  not  exceed  6-8  feet. 

This  will  mean  that  tipping  will  commence  from  a point  on  the  lower 
access  road,  and  will  extend  eastwards  at  or  about  the  stipulated  depth 
covering  the  floor  of  the  quarry  en  route,  and  ultimately  into  the  quarry 
owned  by  Mr.  R.  Middleton. 

With  the  completion  of  tipping  in  the  present  tip,  steps  will  be  taken  to 
level  off,  soil  over  and  grass  down,  all  in  accordance  with  the  conditions 
as  originally  prescribed  by  the  Area  Planning  Officer  (April,  1949)* 

While  it  should  perhaps  be  emphasised  that  the  Council  were  most 
reluctant  to  proceed  with  the  extension  of  this  tip,  it  should  also  be 
recognised  that  their  hands  were  virtually  tied  - all  of  which  would 
appear  to  make  it  the  more  imperative  to  collaborate  with  the  afore- 
mentioned local  authorities  if  and  when  the  opportunity  presents  itself. 

With  this  possibility  in  mind,  and  the  present  refuse  vehicle  due  for 
renewal,  the  Council  have  decided  to  purchase  a vehicle  of  larger 
capacity  - 12  cu,  yds.,  as  compared  with  the  vehicle  of  7 cu.  yds  at 
present  in  use.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  & DISPOSAL 


With  the  exception  of  a small  extension  to  cover  some  five  properties  in 
the  Howgill  area,  the  overall  picture  relative  to  refuse  collection  and 
disposal  remains  the  same  as  for  last  year. 

Operated  as  formerly  by  two  men  with  one  "Karrier  Bantam"  7 cu.  yd.  refuse 
vehicle,  this  service  covers  the  greater  part  of  the  district,  the 
percentage  of  properties  served  being  89%. 

Despite  the  intensive  efforts  of  the  Council  to  obtain  an  alternative 
site,  Langstone  Quarry  remains  the  central  tipping  point  for  the  district 
with  a small  area  allocated  for  use  as  an  emergency  tip  at  the  Sedbergh 
sewage  Works  - this  to  be  used  only  when  snow  conditions  make  the  central 
tip  inaccessible. 

For  reference  and  as  formerly,  the  collection  area  includes  the  greater 
part  of  the  parishes  of  Sedbergh,  Dent  and  Garsdale,  and  at  fortnightly 
intervals,  fourteen  properties  in  the  Aysgarth  Rural  District  which  are 
collected  on  the  Garsdale  run.

Where  possible  individual  properties  continue  to  be  added  to  this  service 
which  is  based  on  the  refuse  bin  and  paper  sack  system,  and  which  includes 
the  collection  of  refuse  from  properties  abutting  on  the  line  of  route  to 
the  principal  localities  named. 

On  the  question  generally  of  refuse  collection  it  may  be  that,  provided 
negotiations  with  two  neighbouring  authorities  bear  fruit,  it  will  be 
possible  to  improve  the  system  generally,  possibly  by  the  wholesale 
introduction  of  the  bin-sac  system,  or  in  any  event  the  introduction  of 
this  system  on  the  Council's  Housing  Estates.

HOUSING 

Council  House  Building 

No  building  by  the  local  authority  has  taken  place  during  the  past  year, 
nor  is  any  immediate  building  programme  envisaged  by  the  local  authority. 

Private  Enterprise  Building 

Of  the  twenty-two  sites  provided  by  the  Council  on  Queen's  Drive,  six 
sites  have  so  far  been  disposed  of,  with  one  site  acquired  for  amenity 
purpose s. 

Building  operations  have  commenced  on  Plot  No.  22  during  the  current 
year  (included  in  the  above).  This  makes  a total  of  four  buildings 
erected  and  one  in  the  course  of  erection. 

The  erection  of  one  further  bungalow  at  Stepping  Stones,  D..nt,  has  been 
commenced  during  the  year. 


MOVABLE  DWELLINGS; 


No  untoward  difficulties  on  this  score  have  been  experienced  during  the 
past  year. 

The  sites  at  Pinfold,  Ingmire  and  Gross  Hall,  Cautley,  remain  the  three 
Sites  for  which  group  licences  are  in  operation. 

One  licence  for  the  siting  of  three  caravans  has  been  issued  during  the 
year.

SEWERAC-E  & SEWAGE  DISPOSAL: 

No  sewer  extensions  or  sewage  disposal  works  have  been  installed  in 
this  district  during  the  past  year. 

Extensive  renewals  to  the  distributing  plant  at  the  Garsdale  outfall 
works  have  been  carried  out,  and  routine  repairs  to  the  Sedbergh  works. 

The  Council  have  now  agreed  to  the  request  of  their  Consulting  Engineer 
that  a Flow  Recorder  be  installed  at  the  Sedbergh  works  in  order  to  gauge 
more  accurately  the  flow  at  the  works. 

Plans  of  the  siting  of  this  Recorder  have  been  received,  and  the  Engineer 
is  in  process  of  obtaining  tenders  for  its  installation,  together  with 
the  re- siting/ad justing  of  the  automatic  syphons  (etc.). 

DENT  SEWERAGE  & SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS 

In  connection  with  the  proposed  installation  of  a modern  sewage  disposal 
plant  at  Dent  to  replace  the  present  unsatisfactory  system  of  settlement 
plus  land  treatment,  two  estimates  have  been  received  from  the  Council's 
Engineer. 

These  are  (l)  a traditional  installation  at  a cost  of  approximately 
£20,000,  and,  (2)  a "Biodisc"  plant  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £15,500. 

Of  the  two,  it  was  felt  that  the  "Biodisc"  plant,  being  totally  enclosed, 
was  perhaps  more  suitable  for  installation  on  an  exposed  site  such  as  at 
Dent,  and  would  generally  be  more  acceptable  from  an  amenity  aspect. 

The  Council  being  informed  that  a plant  of  this  description  was  in  course 
of  installation  at  Malham,  no  firm  decision  was  arrived  at,  at  this 
stage,  the  Council  being  of  the  opinion  that  a Committee  should  view 
this  plant  during  and  after  completion  before  committing  themselves  to 
I the  installation  of  a (virtually)  unknown  type  of  sewage  treatment  plant. 

In  this  connection,  generally,  it  is  of  interest  to  compare  the 
estimated  cost  of  a traditional  plant  in  1 95 1 @ £6,000  with  current  costs. 
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RODENT  CONTROL; 

Routine  poisoning  by  the  Council’s  employees  of  the  central  refuse  tip 
and  the  sewage  works  at  Sedbergh,  Dent  and  Garsdale  continues  as 
formerly  at  monthly  intervals  or  as  necessary. 

With  a view  to  improving  this  service,  and  to  safeguard  Council  property 
should  the  need  arise,  the  Council  have  entered  into  an  Agreement  with 
South  Westmorland  Joint  Pest  Control  Board  to  cover  all  property  owned 
by  the  Council. 


WATER  SUPPLIES; 

As  since  April  1962  the  Lakes  & Lune  Water  Board  continue  to  administer 
the  three  public  supplies  at  Sedbergh,  Dent  and  Lea  Gate  formerly 
maintained  by  this  authority. 

The  question  of  the  ultimate  ownership  of  the  water  supply  to  Garsdale 
Station  and  twenty- two  adjacent  properties,  the  subject  of  protracted 
negotiations  between  British  Railways  and  the  Lakes  & Lune  Water  Board 
remains  unresolved. 

Dependent  upon  the  solution  of  the  above,  and  the  extension  of  a 
branch  water  main,  the  improvement  of  certain  properties  outside  the 
limits  of  the  present  supply  is  inevitably  postponed. 


FACTORIES  (INCLUDING  OUTWORKERS  PREMISES ) : 

Out  of  a total  of  18  premises  coming  within  the  scope  of  the  Act,  8 
inspections  have  been  made. 

No  statutory  action  has  been  called  for.  One  small  glass-cutting 
factory  is  in  process  of  being  formed  (Dec.  1970)  at  Dent,  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  this  will  be  in  operation  early  in  1971. 


OFF  ICES.  SHOPS  & RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT.  1968; 

Out  of  a total  of  38  premises  registered,  13  inspections  have  been  made 
during  the  year.

WATER,  ANALYSIS: 

With  reference  to  the  tabulated  summary,  on  page  91,  of  samples  of  water 
taken  during  the  year,  the  unsatisfactory  result  of  the  analysis  of 
samples  of  water  (No,  18  and  19)  was  drawn  to  the  attention  of  British 
Railways  per  their  Research  Laboratory  at  Crewe, 

A subsequent  copy  of  their  Analyst’s  report  on  a sample  taken  by  them 
on  the  12th  November,  after  servicing  of  the  chlorination,  and  (presumably) 
the  pressure  filters,  gave  a ’’Nil"  count. 

This  was  accompanied  by  a letter  from  the  Area  Scientist  undertaking 
that  maintenance  of  this  plant  will,  in  future  be  carried  out  at  weekly 
intervals. 

It  will  be  appreciated  that  this  supply  feeds  some  twenty-two  properties. 

Sample  No,  17  was  taken  from  a proposed  new  supply,  and  if  used  will 
require  treatment  by  filtration  or  etc. 

Sample  No,  20  was  taken  to  verify  the  unsuitability  without  treatment 
of  the  existing  supply. 

The  owner  has  subsequently  installed  a Berkefeld  filtration  plant  fed  to 
a storage  tank  from  which  the  entire  house  supply  is  drawn. 


SEW-X-E  SAMPLES: 


Of  five  samples  of  sewage  effluent  taken  from  Birks  Sewage  Works,  three 
were  found  to  be  below  standard,  and  two  were  satisfactory. 
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The  effluent  from  a local  auction  mart,  whose  throughput  has  very  much 
increased  during  the  past  year,  has  been  a contributing  factor  to 
difficulties  in  the  intercepting  tank  at  the  above  works  due  to  the 
quantity  of  sawdust  etc.,  which  was  being  discharged  into  the  sewers. 
In  order  to  minimise  this  difficulty  a large  settlement  tank  has 
been  installed  in  the  Auction  Mart  by  the  Auction  Mart  Co. , to 
intercept  the  bulk  of  this  material.

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Again  statutory  action  was  negligible  in  that  only  one  representation 
for  an  individual  house  was  made.  This  was  in  respect  of  a farm  building 
being  used  as  a dwelling  house  without  being  properly  converted. 

There  was  still  delay  in  clearing  small  areas  of  vacant  property  and  the 
following  notes  show  the  position  at  various  small  Areas  within  the

Duke  Street  - Bent ham: 

These  four  houses  were  demolished  and  the  site  cleared. 

Cleveland  Square  - Bent ham; 

Again  very  little  progress  seems  to  have  been  made  with  the  scheme  for 
improving  the  back  area  of  the  Main  Street,  of  which  Cleveland  Square  is 
expected  to  form  a part  and  the  cottages  have  not  yet  been  demolished. 

Cherry  Cottages  - Malham; 

No  further  action  was  taken  during  the  year  in  connection  with  this  small 
block  of  property. 

Castlebergh  Lane  - Settle; 

As  reported  last  year  two  out  of  the  three  houses  forming  this  area  were 
vacated  previously  but,  unfortunately  the  remaining  tenant  refused 
alternative  accommodation  and  the  house  was  still  occupied. 

Main  Street  - Austwick; 

All  these  properties  were  vacated  and  it  is  hoped  that  action  will  be 
taken  to  clear  the  site  during  the  coming  year. 

Twistletons  Yard  - Settles 

Three  of  these  four  properties  were  vacant  at  the  year  end  and  as  the 
property  changed  ownership  the  new  owners  were  preparing  a scheme  of 
improvement  for  consideration  by  the  Council.

One  of  these  houses  still  remained  in  occupation  following  the  making  of 
Closing  Orders  in  a previous  year.  There  was  a change  in  ownership 
however  and  a scheme  for  reconditioning  the  cottages  was  approved. 

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS: 

In  the  nineteen  years  since  the  first  improvement  grant  scheme  in  the 
district  was  completed,  740  houses  have  been  improved  with  the  aid  of 
grants,  and  as  there  are  5,096  houses  in  the  district,  this  gives  a 
proportion  of  about  1 in  7. 

Increased  "standard”  grants  were  made  in  four  cases,  three  for  the 
construction  of  septic  tanks  and  one  for  an  extension  to  the  structure 
of  the  dwelling. 

The  new  Housing  Act  became  operative  in  August  1969  and  during  the  year 
there  were  indications  of  an  increasing  number  of  applications  for  "bam 


94. 

conversions”.  These  schemes  provoked  much  preliminary  discussion  by  the 
appropriate  Committee. 

The  year  was  one  of  steady  progress,  the  work  forming  an  interesting  part 
of  the  duties  of  the  department  and  the  following  table  shows  the  work  done 
in  the  year  under  review  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  there  were  more 
applications  than  for  the  previous  year,  the  figures  for  which  are  shown 
in  brackets.

HOUSING  ACT.  1969: 


It  is  the  responsibility  of  local  authorities  under  this  Act  to  deal  with 
applications  for  certificates  relating  to  the  state  of  a dwelling  where 
it  is  let  on  a controlled  tenancy.  The  qualifying  conditions  are  that  the 
dwelling  is  fitted  with  all  the  standard  amenities,  that  it  is  in  good 
repair  (having  regard  to  age,  character,  and  locality),  and  that  it  is  fit 
for  human  habitation. 

These  provisions  are  now  becoming  better  known  to  owners  and  at  the  year 
end  applications  for  qualification  certificates  in  respect  of  nine  houses 
had  been  received. 

RENT  ACT: 

One  application  was  received  for  the  cancellation  of  a long  standing 
certificate  of  disrepair  and  this  was  granted,  but  subsequently  a 
further  application  for  a Certificate  of  Disrepair  was  made  in  respect  of 
the  same  property  and  this  was  refused. 


MOVABLE  DWELLINGS: 

CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  CF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT  I960: 


No  new  site  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  and  routine  inspections

were  made.  Generally  the  licensed  sites  were  reasonably  well  kept  bat 
unlicensed  sites  again  presented  a problem  and  the  appropriate  Committee 
interviewed  two  site  operators  who  allowed  other  land  outside  the 
perimeter  of  their  licensed  sites  to  be  used  as  sites  for  ’’movable 
dwellings”. 

The  Committee  spent  a considerable  time  in  considering  sites  which  were 
being  operated  without  planning  permission  or  site  licenses  as  they  are 
determined  to  see  the  problem  regularised. 

Ingle ton,  Stainforth  and  Malhamdale  continued  to  be  popular  "tenting 
areas”  but  these  were  generally  used  by  holiday  makers  staying  only  for 
a short  while  - there  are  no  sites  licensed  under  the  Public  Health  Act 
1936,  for  movable  dwellings  of  this  type. 

There  was  one  successful  prosecution  in  respect  of  a permanently  occupied 
caravan  on  an  unlicensed  site.

WATER  SUPPLIES; 

No  changes  took  place  in  the  water  supply  to  the  area,  the  Craven  Water 
Board  continuing  to  be  the  main  supplier. 

The  Council  has  from  time  to  time  considered  the  risk  of  pollution  of 
water  supplies  in  view  of  the  large  number  of  visitors  to  the  area  and 
a special  sub-committee  was  set  up  to  consider  the  problem.  The  sub- 
committee consisted  of  land  owners,  representatives  of  the  "caving”  and 
"pot  hole”  clubs,  National  Park  Warden  together  with  officials  of  the 
Council,  Water  Board,  etc.  and  they  were  to  investigate  what  risk  if 
any  there  was  to  the  main  water  supplies  within  the  area  caused  by  those 
taking  part  in  various  outdoor  and  underground  activities. 

Information  was  exchanged  and  the  meetings  were  most  useful  and  a 
summary  of  the  findings  of  the  sub-committee  was  as  follows  :- 

a)  So  long  as  there  was  human  activity  in  the  countryside  there  must 
always  be  an  element  of  risk  of  pollution  of  some  water  supply. 

b)  One  of  the  most  important  aspects  of  the  work  of  the  Sub-Committee 
had  been  the  exchange  of  information  between  the  various  authorities 
and  associations  or  clubs. 

It  was  recommended  that  information  on  any  new  potholes  or  fresh 
activities  should  be  reported  to  the  Council  and  the  Board  by  the 
Associations  or  clubs  concerned. 

c)  Officers  of  the  Council  and  the  Board  and  various  potholing  clubs 
etc.  had  co-operated  in  collecting  information  on  the  various  water 
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sources,  and  as  a result  of  their  findings,  it  was  recommended  that 
the  Council  should  make  known  to  all  sections  of  the  community  who 
use  the  countryside  the  dangers  of  water  pollution. 

d)  It  was  also  felt  that  the  original  complaints  which  led  to  the 
setting  up  of  the  Sub-Committee  did  not  present  any  greater  risk  than 
that  from  other  possible  sources  of  pollution  in  the  district,  and 

e)  The  Sub-Committee  expressed  their  appreciation  of  the  work  done  by 
those  who  had  prepared  the  plans  now  deposited  for  record  purposes.

When  in  use 
there  is  a continuous  flow  of  water  from  the  adjoining  river,  the  water 
being  untreated. 


SEWERAGE  .JID  SEW.iGE  DISPOSAL: 

Generally  all  the  populated  areas  of  the  District  are  fairly  well  sewered 
and  I can  only  repeat  the  note  in  previous  reports  viz  - the  desirability 
of  systems  being  provided  particularly  for  the  villages  of  Kirkby  Malham, 
Rathmell  and  Amcliffe. 

Of  the  5,096  houses  in  the  district  approximately  86%  are  connected  to 
the  public  sewerage  systems  controlled  by  the  Council,  16  out  of  30 
townships  being  provided  for. 

The  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  district  are  under  the  control 
of  Mr.  F.G.  Wood,  the  Council’s  Surveyor,  to  whom  I am  indebted  for  the

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REFUSE  COLLECTION  END  DISPOSAL; 

Work  continued  as  in  previous  years,  in  that  refuse  was  collected  from 
all  the  centres  of  population  and  disposed  of  at  a central  tip  at 
Langcliffe  where  "controlled"  tipping  is  fully  carried  out. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  a quantity  of  quarry  waste  for  use  as  covering 
material  and  this  coupled  with  the  use  of  a crawler  tractor  enables  the 
disposal  to  be  carried  out  in  a satisfactory  way. 

Fourteen  men  and  four  vehicles,  (with  one  spare)  are  fully  employed  on 
collection  and  disposal.  The  tenancy  of  the  Bentham  Tip  site  was 
terminated  during  the  year. 

There  was  no  extension  of  the  service  during  the  year  apart  from  the 
inclusion  of  new  properties  and  the  odd  outlying  property  where 
collections  could  be  made  without  3 eopardising  the  existing  arrangements. 

No  further  progress  was  made  regarding  bonus  payments  to  the  collectors 
referred  to  in  a previous  report. 

During  the  year  there  was  a strike  of  refuse  collectors  throughout  most 
of  the  country  which  caused  a disruption  of  the  service.  The  old  tips 
at  Bentham  and  Ingleton  were  opened  to  enable  residents  who  so  wished  to 
take  their  own  refuse  for  disposal.  Those  taking  advantage  of  this  were 
less  than  was  expected,  particularly  at  Ingleton.  The  accumulations 
were  cleared  away  to  the  main  tip  when  work  was  resumed.  There  were  very 
few  complaints  from  residents  and  the  back  log  was  quickly  cleared  when 
the  men  returned  to  work.

RODENT  CONTROL; 

This  service  was  continued  on  the  same  lines  as  the  last  few  years  in 
that  the  Council  employed  a firm  of  contractors  for  the  control  of  rats, 
mice,  common  cockroaches,  steam  flies  and  silver  fish  in  all  Council 
properties,  private  houses  and  grounds  on  request,  sewage  disposal  works, 
tips,  sewers  etc. , and  this  scheme  was  continued  throughout  the  year. 

The  scheme  at  a cost  of  £472  for  the  year,  appears  to  have  worked  very 
satisfactorily  and  the  table  on  page  100  shows  the  work  done;-

MILK  SUPPLY; 

There  were  43  milk  retailers  in  the  district,  and  sampling  was  carried 
out  both  by  officers  of  the  County  Council  and  your  own  staff  in  an 
endeavour  to  make  sampling  as  thorough  as  possible,  copies  of  all  reports 
being  received. 

A summary  of  the  results  of  all  samples  taken  shows  that  for  the 
Methylene  Blue  Test  (cleanliness),  approximately  87%  were  satisfactory. 
All  samples  were  examined  for  Brucella,  9%  showing  positive  ring  tests 
and  of  these  three  samples  gave  a positive  culture.  The  appropriate 
action  was  taken  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  untreated  milk  from  these  three 
farms. 


SLnUGHTERIiOUSBS ; 

The  position  is  the  same  as  last  year  whereby  there  were  three  licensed 
slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  one  of  them  being  used  only  seasonally 
for  the  slaughter  of  lambs  but  at  the  end  of  the  year,  no  application 
had  been  received  for  this  licence  to  be  renewed. 

Slaughtering  is  restricted  mainly  to  five  days  per  week  but  at  one  of 
the  slaughterhouses,  slaughtering  is  permitted  on  Saturday  mornings 
during  the  summer  months  to  cater  for  the  wholesale  trade  carried  on  there. 

Generally  the  premises  have  been  fairly  well  kept  and  all  animals 
slaughtered  were  examined,  the  following  table  showing  the  work  done.

FOOD  PREMISES: 

During  the  year  legal  action  was  taken  against  a shop  keeper  in  connection 
with  pieces  of  metal  found  in  a loaf  of  bread.  The  caso  against  the  local 
shop  keeper  was  dismissed  but  the  baker  was  fined. 

There  are  no  large  poultry  dressing  establishments  within  the  area  but  at 
Bentham  there  is  a business  where  rabbits  are  collected  from  a wide  area 
and  dressed,  frozen  and  prepared  for  distribution.  On  odd  occasions  there 
has  been  difficulty  caused  mainly  by  the  storage  (before  disposal)  of 
waste  arising  from  the  slaughter  of  the  animals  and  dressing.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  CF  THE  AREA 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT 


Daring  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  work  of  the  department  was  continued 
by  the  same  technical  staff  as  hitherto.  Later  in  the  year  the  pupil 
Public  Health  Inspector  passed  his  full  qualifying  examination  and  was 
appointed  to  the  vacant  post  of  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector.  The 
post  of  pupil  inspector  remained  vacant. 

The  male  clerk  in  the  Department  left  the  service  of  the  Council  after 
being  offered  a place  in  a teacher  training  college;  the  vacancy  was 
filled  with  little  delay.  In  spite  of  the  staff  changes,  the  increase 
in  office  work  which  is  now  accepted  as  normal  and  extra  work  created 
by  the  introduction  of  a bonus  scheme  for  all  the  manual  workers  in  the 
department,  no  overtime  by  office  staff  was  necessary. 

The  slaughter  of  pigs  on  Saturday  mornings  and  some  holidays  made 
overtime  by  inspectors  necessary  and  some  evening  work  was  done  to 
meet  the  convenience  of  ratepayers  at  Sutton  in  the  final  stages  of  the 
first  Sutton  smoke  control  area. 


HOUSING 


The  pattern  of  housing  work  was  continued  at  a pace  similar  to  that 
recorded  for  last  year;  it  is  hoped  that  some  acceleration  will  be 
possible  in  the  future. 

Ten  houses  which  had  been  included  in  clearance  areas  were  demolished  and 
five  individual  unfit  houses  were  closed.  Thirty-two  occupants  of  houses 
in  the  former  category,  sixteen  families  in  all,  were  re-housed.  Three 
persons  were  re-housed  from  unfit  houses  which  had  been  closed. 

Thirty-eight  houses  which  were  formerly  completely  unfit  for  habitation 
were  reconditioned  and  made  completely  fit  to  live  in  after  formal  or 
informal  action  by  the  Council  or  officers.  A further  four  houses  were 
made  fit  for  habitation  by  less  extensive  reconditioning  schemes. 

One  small  clearance  area  (containing  four  houses)  in  Addingham  was 
declared.  Two  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders,  which  included  two  houses 
at  Steeton  and  eight  houses  and  a small  shippon  at  Gill  Top,  Cowling, 
were  confirmed  by  the  Minister  after  objections  by  owners  in  the  second 
instance  had  been  withdrawn. 

Further  consideration  was  given  to  the  outstanding  parts  of  the  existing 
provisional  programme  of  unfit  houses  and  all  those  remaining  in  the 
programme  and  others  were  consolidated  into  a four  year  programme 
containing  145  houses. 

Further  consideration  was  given  to  the  small  improvement  area  at 
Broughton  when  it  was  decided  that  default  action  should  be  taken.  This 
action  was  deferred  after  offers  from  newly  appointed  agents  for  the 
estate  concerned  had  been  received.  Action  in  this  case  i^as  delayed 
further  by  the  untimely  death  of  the  owner  of  the  estate. 

Reports  on  four  individual  unfit  houses  were  submitted  and  the  necessary 
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action  under  Section  16  of  the  Act  instituted. 

Consideration  was  again  paid  to  the  question  of  area  improvement  under 
the  powers  of  the  1969  Housing  Act.  A film  show  and  introductory  talk 
was  given  by  officers  of  the  regional  office  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government.  ■ A committee  composed  of  members  of  the  Public 
Health  and  Public  Works  Committee  was  appointed  to  give  further 
consideration  to  the  desirability  of  making  an  Order  or  Orders  in 
respect  of  parts  of  the  District  and  to  work  out  a programme  and  time 
table.  Unfortunately  it  was  not  possible  to  arrange  a meeting  of  the 
committee. 

Overcrowding  is  not  a problem  within  the  District,  the  one  case  reported 
during  last  year  was  relieved  and  one  new  case  was  discovered. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 


There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  within  the  District. 


IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 


In  spite  of  the  increase  in  the  amount  of  grant  authorised  by  the  1969 
Housing  Act,  the  overall  number  of  applications  received  under  the  two 
schemes  shows  only  a small  increase | indeed  the  number  of  applications 
for  standard  grant  was  less  than  last  year.  Possibly  in  view  of  the 
inclusion  of  essential  repairs  for  grant  aid  under  the  Improvement 
grant  scheme,  there  was  an  increased  number  of  applications,  some  of 
which  wore  of  the  type  which  would  formerly  have  been  submitted  under 
the  Standard  grant  scheme.

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CAMPING  AND  MOVABLE  DWELLINGS 

During  the  Summer  months  problems  were  again  created  by  camping, 
particularly  on  the  river  bank  near  Appletreewick  village. 

The  use  of  land  in  upper  Wharfedale  during  the  Summer  months  for 
itinerent  camping,  has  for  many  years  been  a feature  of  that  locality 
but  of  recent  years  there  has  been  a gradual  increase,  particularly  at 
Appletreewick  and  has  now,  I believe,  reached  unacceptable  proportions. 

Whilst  the  Council’s  byelaws  do  give  some  measure  of  control,  this  is 
not  sufficient  during  peak  periods. 

Consideration  was  given  to  the  problem  and  the  outcome  was  representation 
to  the  Yorkshire  Dales  Planning  Committee  asking  for  their  co-operation. 
It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  partly  as  a result  of  the  representations 
made  the  West  Riding  County  Council  proposed  to  make  a direction  under 
the  Town  & Country  (General  Development)  Order,  1963?  to  control  the  use 
of  land  for  camping  near  Appletreewick.  This  action  could  not  be 
finalised  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

Planning  permission  was  obtained  for  the  use  of  approximately  four  acres 
of  land  at  Howgill  in  Appletreewick  Parish  for  the  use  of  the  land  for 
the  stationing  of  tents.  Whilst  this  land  has  been  used  for  a number 
of  years  by  camping  club  members  under  the  exemption  given  to  that 
organisation,  conditions  have  never  been  good.  Consultations  have  now 
been  made  with  the  lessee  of  the  site  and  work  on  the  provision  of 
adequate  amenities  proceeds. 

An  application  for  the  use  of  land  near  Gill  Lane,  Cowling,  for  a small 
caravan  site  was  refused  by  the  Planning  Authority  on  amenity  grounds. 

One  further  caravan  site  licence  to  cover  the  second  stage  of  development 
of  land  near  Tam  House,  Stirton,  was  authorised.  The  land  was  to  be 
licensed  for  35  caravans. 

Three  further  sites  for  either  one  or  two  caravans  only  were  established. 

At  the  end  of  December  there  were  10  sites  licensed  mainly  for 
recreational  use  with  capacities  ranging  from  10  to  320  caravans.  The 
total  number  of  caravans  authorised  to  be  kept  on  these  sites  was  560. 

In  addition  to  the  above  20  site  licences  were  operative  authorising 
the  use  of  land  for  not  more  than  three  caravans  in  each  case. 

During  the  course  of  the  year,  inspections  were  made  from  time  to  time 
of  the  established  sites  and  whilst  no  major  contraventions  were  noted, 
it  is  obvious  that  not  sufficient  attention  is  paid  by  site  operators 
to  the  conditions  included  on  the  licence,  indeed  it  is  doubtful 
whether  most  of  them  even  know  precisely  what  the  conditions  are.  It 
is  hoped  that  in  the  coming  year  a greater  number  of  site  visits  will 
be  possible.  Efforts  to  bring  home  to  operators  the  importance  of 
compliance  with  all  the  licence  conditions  will  be  continued. 


PUBLIC  WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  Engineers  of  the  Craven  Water  Board  and  Bradford  Corporation 
Waterworks  have  been  good  enough  to  supply  the  particulars  set  out 
in  Table  3,  Pages  107,  108  & 109.  The  major  part  of  the  District  was 
supplied  by  the  Craven  Water  Board,  Addingham  and  Bumsall  by  the 
Bradford  Corporation.

Chemical  Analyses 

During  the  year,  119  chemical  analyses  were  taken,  49  being  specific 
chemical,  33  being  short  chemical  and  37  being  full  chemical.  All  of 
these  were  satisfactory  results,  no  return  being  necessary. 


PRIVATE  WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  supply  of  water  from  private  sources  to  a minor  portion  of  the 
District  was  continued  mainly  without  interruption. 

Difficulty  arising  from  shortage  of  water  in  addition  to  the  ever 
present  pollution  problem  arose  in  the  small  supply  to  the  Hambleton 
area  of  Bolton  Abbey.  For  a considerable  period  in  the  summer  it  became 
necessary  to  arrange  for  the  conveyance  of  water  in  a tanker  to  maintain 
essential  services.  With  increased  rainfall  later  in  the  year  and  the 
addition  of  water  from  a farm  supply  in  the  neighbourhood,  the  supply 
improved  so  as  to  maintain  the  supply  to  the  premises  concerned.  This 
supply  has  been  polluted  for  many  years  and  the  shortage  experienced 
merely  serves  to  emphasis  the  need  for  an  alternative.  The  cost  of 
mains  extension  in  this  case  is  so  high  as  to  be  prohibitive  and  a 
suggestion  from  one  of  the  property  owners  concerned  to  sink  a borehole 
at  the  joint  expense  of  owners  and  the  Council  was  veiy  welcome.  In 
spite  of  reminders  a local  meeting  to  discuss  the  matter  further  had  not 
been  held  at  the  end  of  December. 

The  various  supplies  to  Lothersdale  Parish  were  sampled  quite  extensively 
and  the  results  only  served  to  confirm  the  pollution  present  in  most  of 
the  supplies  and  in  addition  the  presence  of  unacceptable  quantities  of 
lead  in  some  of  the  supplies. 
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It  was  agreed  by  the  Council  that  the  Graven  Water  Board  should  be  asked 
to  assess  as  correctly  as  possible  the  amount  of  deficiency  payment  which 
would  be  necessary  for  an  alternative  supply  to  be  laid  on  with  a view 
to  action  in  the  elimination  of  the  various  unsatisfactory  supplies. 

Lead  was  also  found  to  an  intermittent  extent  in  a small  supply  to 
Skyreholme  in  the  Parish  of  Appletreewick;  in  this  case  the  amount 
was  not  usually  more  than  the  internationally  acceptable  standard  of 
.05  parts  per  million. 

Following  the  shortage  to  Tam  House,  adjoining  properties  and  the 
caravan  site  in  Stirton,  a new  borehole  was  brought  into  service;  this 
should  resolve  most  of  the  deficiencies  in  this  locality. 

Difficulties  were  experienced  in  the  villages  served  by  two  other 
private  supplies.  In  the  first  case,  that  of  Threshfield,  interruption 
of  the  supply  was  caused  by  bursts  on  the  almost  worn  out  mains  at  the 
lower  levels.  In  the  second  case,  Gracoe  village,  pollution  was  found 
in  the  water  after  routine  sampling.  The  pollution  came  from  a fractured 
cement  asbestos  supply  main  at  a point  where  boggy  land  is  crossed. 

After  repairs  had  been  effected  there  was  no  more  trouble. 

The  private  supply  to  tho  Southfield  District  of  Adding ham  was  again 
found  to  be  polluted  following  the  breakdown  of  the  chlorination  plant. 
The  plant  was  repaired  and  the  trouble  cleared  up. 

The  problem  of  several  houses  in  Church  Lane,  Linton,  was  considered  by 
the  Council  when  it  was  decided  that  notices  under  Section  138  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  should  be  served  requiring  the  substitution  of 
the  supply  of  water  from  the  River  Wharf e,  by  a supply  from  a newly  laid 
Craven  Water  Board  main. 

The  private  supply  to  Newfield  Hall,  a guest  house  in  the  Parish  of 
Calton,  failed  completely  and  it  became  necessary  to  lay  on  a tanker 
supply  and  later  to  cancel  all  bookings.  The  sinking  of  a borehole  was 
still  under  consideration  at  the  end  of  December.

SEWERAGE  AHD  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  continuing  "squeeze”  on  expenditure  throughout  the  year  again 
affected  progress  on  the  essential  extensions  to  the  sewerage  systems 
within  the  District;  the  position  at  the  end  of  the  year  has  been 
summarised  by  the  Council’s  Engineer  & Surveyor  as  set  out  below: 

1.  No  schemes  completed  during  the  year. 

2.  No  schemes  under  construction  at  the  year  end. 

3.  The  schemes  for  Martons  Both  and  Conistone  with  Kilnsey  are  still 
awaiting  Ministry  approval  at  the  year  end. 


DRAINAGE  WORK  AND  SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 


No  difficulties  were  experienced  in  the  inspection  and  testing  of 
drainage  laid  and  the  co-operation  of  contractors  in  giving  the  notices 
required  was  maintained.

It  was  decided  that  in  view  of  the  continuing  rise  in  building  prices, 
the  assistance  available  to  help  in  the  conversion  of  pail  and  waste  water 
(tippler)  closets  to  fresh  water  closets  was  no  longer  adequate  and  the 
grants  were  raised  to  £30  in  the  case  of  pail  closets  and  £20  for  the 
conversion  of  waste  water  closets. 

The  numbers  converted  were  13  pail  closets  and  19  waste  water  closets. 


BUILDING 

House  building  again  failed  to  reach  the  high  figures  of  the  mid  sixties. 
As  hitherto  it  was  considered  to  be  desirable  to  relax  a building 
regulation  from  time  to  time,  but  this  was  done  mainly  to  enable  essential 
extensions  to  be  done  or  desirable  modernisation  to  old  houses  and  not 
as  a general  policy. 

Details  of  development  are  set  out  in  Table  No.  6 on  page  114*  I am 
informed  by  the  Council 1 s Engineer  & Surveyor  that  no  Council  dwellings 
were  built. 


FACTORIES. 

Whilst  those  sections  of  the  Factories  Act  administered  by  the  Council 
were  administered  reasonably  well,  I feel  that  more  inspections  were 
necessary  than  it  was  possible  to  do;  I hope  in  the  future  to  rectify  this. 
No  formal  notices  were  sent  to  management  requiring  modifications  to  or 
cleansing  of  sanitary  conveniences.  No  prosecutions  were  considered  to 
be  necessary. 
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Visits  to  the  homes  of  outworkers  engaged  in  burling  and  mending  cloth 
were  made.  Numerical  details  are  set  out  in  the  appended  table. 


OFFICES.  SHOPS  & RAILWAY  PREMISES 

Inspections  of  premises  registered  under  the  Act  were  continued  and  no 
unregistered  premises  were  found.  Most  of  the  premises  x^ere  small  and 
contraventions  were  of  a minor  nature.  12  informal  communications  were 
sent  drawing  the  attention  of  occupiers  to  their  responsibilities.  It 
was  sometimes  found  that  premises  which  were  former  employers  of  labour 
and  thus  coming  within  the  scope  of  the  Act  had  ceased  to  employ  anyone 
and  were  thus  outside  the  scope  of  the  Act.  In  other  cases  the  position 
had  been  reversed.  The  need  for  quite  frequent  inspections  of  the  various 
premises  was  emphasised  by  the  above  and  the  frequent  changes  in 
occupation  of  premises. 

The  number  of  registered  premises  at  the  year  end  was  84.  In  all  28 
contraventions  were  found  and  7 defects  of  various  kinds  were  made  good. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  undertake  any  prosecution  for  neglect  of  the 
various  provisions  of  the  Act. 


KEEPING  OF  PETROLEUM  SPIRIT  & MIXTURES 


Petroleum  spirit  or  mixtures  were  stored  at  86  licensed  premises  within 
the  District.  These  authorised  the  storage  of  263,000  gallons  of  spirit. 

Routine  inspections  of  all  new  installations  were  again  made  on  behalf 
of  the  Council  by  the  fire  prevention  section  of  the  County  Fire  service, 
but  testing  of  tanks  and  inspections  of  any  new  installation  was  retained 
in  the  Department. 

In  spite  of  the  considerable  saving  of  time  which  could  be  made  by  the 
use  of  self  service  or  coin  operated  installations,  it  is  interesting  to 
note  that  none  was  established. 


KEEPING  GF  ANIMALS. 

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS 


Two  complaints  of  nuisance  arising  from  the  keeping  of  animals  x^ere 
received.  In  neither  case  was  statutory  action  necessary,  although  in 
one  of  the  instances  authority  was  given  to  do  so.  In  the  absence  of 
byelaws  the  nuisance  section  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  were  the  only  means 
of  control. 

The  two  animal  boarding  establishments  were  re-licensed.  There  were 
some  misgivings  in  one  case  as  it  is  sited  near  the  new  Airedale  General 
Hospital.  Inquiries  over  several  weeks  failed  to  reveal  any  cause  for 
complaint. 


SCHOOLS 

Schools,  with  particular  reference  to  toilet  facilities  and  water  supplies, 
were  visited  from  time  to  time.  Whilst  it  was  not  considered  necessary 
to  draw  the  attention  of  the  education  authority  to  the  need  for  immediate 
improvement  in  any  particular  case,  there  are  still  several  schools  where 
improvements  are  clearly  desirable.

PLAGES  CF  ENTERTAINMENT 

One  bingo  hall,  inns  and  hotels  are  the  only  establishments  within  the 
scope  of  the  Act.  In  all  cases  toilet  facilities  are  either  very  good 
or  reasonable.  In  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  draw  the  attention  of 
owners  to  shortcomings. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT 


The  Sutton  No.  1 Smoke  Control  Area  was  completed  during  the  late  Summer. 
Because  of  unavoidable  delays  in  the  installation  of  smokeless  fuel 
appliances  the  operative  date  of  the  Order  was  delayed  for  a period  of 
two  months  to  the  1st  September.  Allegations  of  shortage  of  solid 
smokeless  fuel  and  various  representations  to  delay  the  operation  of  the 
Order  further  were  made.  The  allegations  could  not  be  substantiated 
and  the  operative  date  remained  at  1st  September.  As  a precautionary 
measure  the  chairman  and  deputy  chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
were  given  authority  to  request  the  Minister  to  suspend  the  Order  if 
the  solid  fuel  situation  became  acute. 

Late  in  the  year  the  Public  Health  Committee  decided  that  the  second 
phase  of  the  smoke  control  programme  should  be  undertaken  but  it  is 
feared  that  financial  restrictions  will  cause  its  deferrment. 

A close  watch,  was  kept  on  factory  chimneys  and  in  particular  those 
adjoining  the  smoke  control  area;  two  minor  contraventions  only  were 
noted  and  the  managements  concerned  were  warned  of  possible  consequences. 

One  new  factory  chimney  was  erected  in  Lothersdale;  the  height  was 
fixed  after  consultation  with  the  Council’s  officers  and  with  the  approval 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee.  At  the  same  meeting  new  oil  fired  steam 
raising  boiler  plant  was  approved. 

Consultations  were  also  carried  on  with  the  County  Architect’s  Department 
to  fix  a reasonable  height  for  a new  steel  chimney  to  serve  the  heating 
system  for  a new  school  in  Crosshills. 

The  close  co-operation  with  the  Alkali  Works  Inspectorate  in  the  control 
of  smoke  emissions  from  lime  burning  plants  was  continued  and  a further 
field  of  co-operation  was  explored  in  the  proposed  control  by  the 
Inspectorate  of  dust  from  lime  quarries,  crushing  plant,  tarmacadam  and 
similar  plants.  A useful  public  meeting  in  Settle  of  interested  parties 
was  held. 


NOISE  NUISANCE 

The  major  complaint  noted  in  last  years  report  of  nuisance  from  induction 
fans  at  a textile  factory  received  further  attention.  Sound  proofing  on 
the  ducting  and  other  fittings  was  undertaken.  In  addition  window 
openings  which  were  no  longer  necessary  and  which  allowed  increased 
volume  of  noise  from  new  machinery  to  create  nuisance  in  adjacent 
property  were  blocked  up.  After  the  completion  of  all  the  proofing  work 
the  volume  of  noise  escaping  from  this  particular  factory  was  less  than 
it  had  been  within  my  experience. 

Whilst  there  were  no  further  complaints  of  nuisance  from  limestone 
crushing  at  Swinden  quarry,  further  observations  were  made  in  Gracoe  and 
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Linton.  The  machinery  can  undoubtedly  be  heard,  but  I am  convinced  that 
it  is  insufficient  in  volume  or  intensity  to  constitute  a nuisance. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  complaints  were  received  of  nuisance 
from  vibration  arising  from  blasting  also  at  Swinden  quarry.  Whilst  it 
was  undoubtedly  true  that  some  vibration  was  experienced  near  Swinden, 
the  majority  of  local  residents  accept  this  as  inevitable j in  no  case 
could  damage  from  vibration  be  seen.  I was  assured  by  the  management  of 
the  quarry  that  the  most  modern  techniques  were  used  when  blasting  to 
minimise  any  shock  waves,  either  through  the  ground  or  in  the  air. 

A further  complaint  of  noise  nuisance  from  an  extractor  fan  was  madej  the 
complaint  could  not  be  substantiated  on  investigation. 

Nuisance  from  the  incessant  barking  by  a chained  dog  was  investigated. 
Informal  action  was  effective  to  cause  the  nuisance  to  be  abated. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES . 

There  are  no  scheduled  offensive  trades  within  the  District.  The 
knackery  at  Glusburn  was  visited  from  time  to  time  and  no  offence  was 
noted. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


During  the  first  few  months  of  the  year  sickness  absenteeism  by  the 
men  engaged  in  public  cleansing  created  an  impossible  situation  and  it 
was  necessary  to  engage  extra  workmen  to  keep  premises  free  of  refuse. 

Later  in  the  year  there  was  considerable  improvement  after  the  introduction 
of  a bonus  scheme  based  on  basic  numbers  of  premises  in  each  collection 
district  below  which  no  bonus  was  paidj  extra  payments  amounting  to  3d. 
per  premise  were  paid  for  all  over  the  target  figure.  It  was  found  that 
because  of  multiplicity  of  bins  at  some  premises,  the  scheme  was  too 
complex  and  a later  modification  was  based  on  the  number  of  bins  emptied. 
Even  after  the  modifications  which  made  it  possible  for  all  teams  to 
earn  bonus  some  of  the  wagon  crews  did  not  put  in  the  weekly  returns  to 
enable  bonus  to  be  paid  and  only  a limited  number  of  workmen  did,  in 
fact,  earn  the  extra  money  available. 

The  Council’s  manual  staff  were  involved  in  the  wages  dispute  during 
October  and  were  on  strike  for  a period  of  three  weeks.  Plastic  bin 
liners  were  distributed  to  householders  with  the  co-operation  of  members 
of  the  Council,  the  tips  were  kept  open  at  all  reasonable  times  and 
leaflets  were  distributed  offering  advice  to  householders  during  this 
difficult  period.  Public  co-operation  was  really  marvelous,  there  were 
no  nuisances  created  and  the  back-log  of  collections  were  brought  under 
control  in  about  three  weeks  after  the  men’s  return  to  work. 

The  collection  area  in  the  Parish  of  Bradley  was  extended  to  include  all 
the  new  and  proposed  development  on  the  Skipton  Road  site  of  Low  Bradley, 
There  were  also  other  minor  extensions  outside  collection  areas. 

There  was  some  increase  in  productivity  and  later  in  the  year  alter  the 
extra  refuse  left  over  during  the  strike  period  had  been  collected  it 
was  possible  to  increase  the  frequency  of  collections  in  Draughton 
village  from  14  day  intervals  to  7. 
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With  the  completion  of  the  extensive  new  Airedale  General  Hospital  in 
Steeton  Parish,  a collection  of  household  refuse  was  organised®  Three 
collections  per  week  were  mo.de  and  also  because  of  some  productivity 
increase  the  collections  were  made  with  the  same  number  of  vehicles  and 
the  addition  of  one  binman  only. 

The  use  of  sack  holders  in  use  on  two  estates  in  South  Craven  was  again 
troublesome  because  of  the  depredations  of  dogs  which  gained  access  to 
the  sacks  in  search  of  food.  In  many  cases  the  householders  who  were 
experiencing  this  trouble  replaced  the  holders  by  bins  for  which  the 
Council  supplied  liners. 

One  further  obsolescent  refuse  vehicle  was  replaced  by  a Karri er/Mu skat eer 
vehicle.  This  vehicle  was  fitted  with  a hydraulic  lifting  device  for 
1^-  cu.  yds.  receptacle.  The  object  of  this  was  to  enable  larger  containers 
to  be  stationed  in  various  Dales  villages  to  receive  refuse  arising 
between  collections.  The  co-operation  of  Parish  Council's  was  solicited 
in  finding  suitable  sites  for  the  containers  in  positions  handy  for 
ratepayers  but  as  inobstrusive  as  possible.  Unfortunately,  all  the 
Parish  Councils  were  not  too  co-operative  and  none  of  the  containers 
had  been  put  in  place  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Detailed  consideration  was  given  to  the  need  for  some  form  of  street 
cleansing  in  villages  within  the  District.  It  appeared  that  the  Highway 
Authority  were  not  willing  to  carry  out  street  cleansing  as  such  and  only 
such  cleaning  as  was  considered  to  be  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  roads  was  done.  Reports  on  the  setting  up  of  a service  separate 
from  any  provided  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council  were  called  for.  The 
first  scheme  was  considered  to  be  too  expensive  and  the  second  was 
adopted  by  the  Council.  Mobility  was  considered  to  be  essential  and  this 
was  to  be  achieved  by  the  use  of  a 22  cwt  vehicle  which  would  convey  the 
crew  of  two  to  each  area  to  be  swept | the  body  of  the  vehicle  to  be  used 
to  receive  and  convey  the  refuse  swept  up  back  to  the  tip.  A low  loading 
trailer  was  to  be  towed  by  the  vehicle  to  convoy  a vacuum  machine  and 
a pedestrian  controlled  sweeper  collector  to  each  locality  along  with  the 
crew.  As  it  was  possible  to  hire  a mechanical  highway  sweeper-collector 
from  a neighbouring  authority,  the  scheme  included  the  hire  of  this 
vehicle  for  2 days  per  wee k.  Unfortunately,  all  the  equipment  had  not 
been  delivered  at  the  year  end  and  consequently  the  scheme  could  not  be 
commenced.

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Control  on  the  refuse  tips  was  adequately  achieved  by  the  use  of  the 
Ghaseside  machine.  It  was  again  necessary  to  purchase  quarry  waste  for 
intermediate  tip  cover,  the  final  cover  being  soil  previously  stripped 
from  the  site.  Because  of  the  use  of  adequate  intermediate  cover  and 
spraying,  there  was  no  fly  nuisance  during  the  summer. 

Efforts  by  the  Skipton  Urban  District  Council  to  obtain  a tip  site  for 
joint  use  near  a proposed  site  for  a pulverisation  plant  at  the  engine 
sheds  was  continued  after  the  set-back  occasioned  by  the  rejection  of 
the  appeal  during  last  year  against  a planning  refusal  for  the  use  of 
land  quite  near  the  proposed  site. 

The  failure  to  obtain  land  on  which  planning  permission  could  be 
obtained  for  the  disposal  of  refuse  continued  to  give  anxiety  to  the 
Council  and  officers  involved  as  the  present  sites  are  filling  rapidly 
and  the  position  is  becoming  more  acute  as  time  goes  on. 

British  Railways  offered  the  Council  the  disused  railway  line  from 
Skipton  to  Colne  for  any  purpose  which  was  considered  desirable.  During 
a survey  it  was  found  that  a deep  cutting  near  Broughton  could  well  be 
used  for  refuse  disposal.  Unfortunately  the  site  of  the  cutting  is 
some  4 miles  distance  from  the  main  centres  of  population  and  almost 
one  mile  from  the  nearest  public  highway. 

Nevertheless,  in  the  light  of  the  increasing  urgency  of  the  need  for 
new  sites  negotiations  were  commenced  for  the  purchase  of  the  cutting 
and  access  land.  A formal  application  for  Planning  permission  was  also 
made.  The  search  for  sites  in  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  was  continued.

CIVIC  AMENITIES  ACT 

The  agreement  under  which  abandoned  vehicles  were  collected  and  disposed 
of  under  the  Civic  Amenities  Act  by  a local  scrap  dealer  was  continued 
throughout  the  year.  28  vehicles  were  dealt  with  in  this  way,  the 
Council  was  not  involved  in  any  expense. 


RODENT  AND  OTHER  PEST  CONTROL 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  importance  of  pest  control  was  fully, 
appreciated  and  the  employment  of  a rodent  operative  under  the  control 
of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  was  continued, 

A productivity  bonus  scheme  for  the  operative  was  worked  out  and  put 
into  operation  at  the  same  time  as  the  bin  bonus  scheme  was  introduced. 

The  scheme  for  the  rodent  operative  was  based  on  the  number  of  farm  and 
other  contracts  for  pest  control  which  were  being  executed  by  the 
operative!  the  ceiling  figure  below  which  no  bonus  was  payable  was  fixed 
at  the  number  of  contracts  in  the  financial  year  1968-69. 

During  the  current  financial  year  183  farm  and  other  contracts  were 
entered  into.  No  evidence  of  warfarin  and  other  coagulant  resistence 
was  encountered  and  warfarin  was  the  poison  most  commonly  used  for  the 
control  of  surface  infestation  of  rats.  Sewers  were  treated  with  bait 
containing  fluoracetamide|  alphachlorolose  was  found  to  be  the  most 
effective  poison  for  use  against  mice. 

The  routine  rodent  treatment  of  sewers,  sewage  works  and  all  the  Council's 
properties  was  continued.  As  hitherto  the  treatment  of  the  Council's 
refuse  tips  for  fly  control  as  well  as  the  control  of  rodents  was  given 
high  priority.

There  are  no  retail  establishments  selling  uncooked  meat  for  pet  foods 
within  the  District.  All  knacker  meat  and  rejected  meat  was  coloured 
before  leaving  the  District  for  sale  or  processing. 


INSPECTION  & SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

(a)  Milk 

Milk  sampling  was  continued  by  County  sampling  officers  and  the  Council’s 
Officers  confined  their  activities  to  sampling  from  retailers  in  the 
parts  of  the  District  not  adequately  covered  by  the  County  Officers.  6 
notices  under  Section  20  of  the  Milk  & Dairies  (General)  Regulations, 
1959,  were  served  on  producers  whose  herds  gave  milk  showing  the  presence 
of  live  brucella  organisms. 

Details  of  sampling  are  set  out  in  Table  No.  9 on  page  123* 

(b)  Ice-Cream 

Soft  ice-cream  was  the  only  type  to  be  manufactured  within  this  District 
and  this  was  sold  from  time  to  time  by  van  traders.  There  were  98 
premises  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice-cream. 

The  quality  of  ice-cream  was  found  generally  to  be  good  and  it  has 
become  exceptional  to  have  reports  on  samples  lower  than  grade  2. 

70  samples  were  taken  during  the  yearj  54  were  placed  in  Grade  1, 

13  in  Grade  2,  2 in  Grade  3 and  1 in  Grade  4» 

(c)  Other  food  & Sampling 

The  inspection  of  food  shops,  canteens  and  all  other  premises  dealing 
in  open  foods  was  a continuing  necessity.  Whilst  food  shops  can  change 
hands  without  any  form  of  registration  and  control  in  the  same  fashion 
as  any  other  type  of  business  the  need  for  frequent  inspection  must 
continue  to  be  of  paramount  importance.  The  experience  of  many  years 
has  demonstrated  time  and  time  again  that  after  painstakingly  persuading 
and  showing  catering  staff  how  food  should  be  handled,  it  only  needs 
a change  of  ownership  or  personnel  to  set  the  whole  routing  back  to  its 
beginning. 

Whilst  there  are  no  really  dirty  catering  establishments  within  the 
District,  the  methods  of  many  leave  a good  deal  to  be  desired.  It  is 
hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  to  increase  the  frequency  of  inspection 
of  all  food  premises  in  the  future. 

16  lbs  5 ozs  of  canned  foods  were  surrendered  by  traders  and  destroyed 
or  diverted  to  animal  feeding. 

The  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  of  the  W.R.C.C.  haa  been 
good  enough  to  supply  the  details  of  sampling  under  the  Food  & Drugs  Act, 
carried  out  within  the  District.

MEAT  INSPECTION  AND  SLAUGHTERHOUSES 


The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  three  licensed  slaughterhouses 
within  the  District  was  slightly  lower  than  last  year.  All  carcases 
were  inspected  during  or  immediately  after  slaughter.  Any  rejected 
meat  or  offal  was  coloured  and  subsequently  collected  for  processing  by 
a meal  manufacturer  outside  the  District. 


On  many  of  the  local  farms  poultry  is  killed  just  before  Christmas,  but 
in  one  case  only  is  any  appreciable  ajnount  of  killing  carried  on  all 
year  round  and  in  this  case  only  to  the  extent  of  some  40  birds  per  week. 

The  premises  were  visited  and  the  co-operation  of  the  processor  solicited 
in  notifying  any  abnormalities  in  the  carcases  seen  during  or  after 
slaughter.

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!.  GENERAL  DESCRIPTION; 

Details  of  the  population  and  acreages  of  the  eight  districts  have 
been  given  in  Section  A.  With  an  acreage  of  nearly  half  a million 
this  is  the  largest  of  the  Health  Divisions  in  the  West  Riding  in 
size  and  number  of  constituent  districts,  although  there  are  a few 
with  larger  populations.  There  have  been  no  particular  alterations 
in  its  character,  for  although  the  ’commuter  age’  is  producing  more 
’dormitory'  villages,  there  is  no  threat  from  overspill  or  satellite 
towns.  The  motorways  are,  however,  producing  problems  (as  outlined 
in  Section  A),  as  well  as  benefits. 

Of  the  eight  districts  the  whole  of  Sedbergh  and  considerable 
portions  of  Settle  and  Skipton  Rural  Districts  come  within  the 
Yorkshire  Dales  National  Park,  where  the  average  number  of  persons 
per  square  mile  is  34  compared  with  64O  in  the  Administrative  County. 
Additionally,  the  Forest  of  Bowland  has  been  designated  an  area  of 
outstanding  natural  beauty,  by  order  under  the  National  Parks 
Commission.  State  Forests  have  been  established  in  that  area,  but 
elsewhere  agriculture  is  the  staple  occupation  along  with  quarrying 
and  limestone  burning,  and  a variety  of  industries  in  the  towns 
and  larger  villages  in  which  textiles  predominate. 

It  is  customary  to  give  some  information  on  the  employment  position, 
and  Mr.  Stoney,  manager  of  the  Skipton  Employment  Exchange  has 
kindly  supplied  me  with  the  following  report s- 

"1970  has  brought  considerable  change  in  the  Employment 
situation  in  so  far  as  the  Skipton  area  is  concerned. 

There  was  a steady  but  comparatively  insignificant  rise  in  the 
number  of  unemployed  persons  during  the  first  half  of  the 
year,  230  being  so  registered  in  June,  1970,  representing 
1.7 $ of  the  total  insured  population  of  the  area.  Since 
then,  there  have  been  further  increases  to  a December  figure 
of  383  (2.7$).  This  figure  equals  the  National  percentage, 
but  is  below  the  figure  for  Yorkshire  and  Humberside 
Region  (3.1$). 

There  have  been  substantial  redundancies  in  the  Textile 
trade  and  2 large  mills  have  closed.  Some  700  workers 
have  been  affected,  although  the  majority  of  these  have 
found  other  work.  Half  the  total  were  women,  comparatively 
few  of  whom  registered  for  work,  and  it  can  only  be 
assumed  that  a large  proportion  of  the  redundant  female 
workers  have  been  unable  to  find  other  work. 

Short-time  working  has  continued  to  affect  workers  at 
most  textile  firms,  although  the  extent  of  short-time 
working,  and  numbers  affected,  have  not  been  considerable. 

It  is  perhaps  significant  that  the  extensive  redundancies 
have  to  a large  degree  offset  the  need  at  many  firms  to 
introduce  short-time  working. 

In  such  a situation,  it  is  not  surprising  that  demands 
for  labour  are  few.  Local  employers  have  co-operated 
fully  in  absorbing  as  many  redundant  workers  as  possible, 
but  with  difficult  trading  conditions  affecting  most 
branches  of  industry,  saturation  point  has  apparently 
been  reached. 
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The  number  of  notified  vacancies  on  6 January  were  for  26  men  and 
50  women.  The  majority  of  vacancies  for  women  were  in  Hospital 
and  Catering  work.  There  were  no  notified  vacancies  either  for 
men  or  women  in  Textiles.  In  spite  of  the  difficulties  encountered, 
placings  throughout  1970  averaged  4 6 per  month. 

In  December  there  were  58  Registered  Disabled  Persons  registered 
as  unemployed.  This  figure  represents  approx.  20 $ of  the  total 
unemployed  and  12$  of  the  total  number  of  persons  registered 
disabled  in  the  area.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  in  spite  of 
a 40$  rise  in  the  total  number  of  unemployed  the  percentage  increase 
of  unemployed  Disabled  persons  has  been  marginal,  when  compared 
to  the  1969  figures.  During  the  year  27  persons  have  been  referred 
for  specialist  medical  guidance  to  assist  in  placing.  38  disabled 
persons  have  been  placed  in  employment.  During  1970  two  men  have 
undergone  courses  at  the  Government's  Rehabilitation  Units,  three 
men  have  started  courses  of  vocational  training. 

Although  there  does  appear  to  have  been  a slight  improvement  in 
the  general  employment  situation,  this  has  been  evidenced  more 
from  a reduction  in  the  number  of  notified  redundancies,  rather 
than  from  an  increase  in  the  demand  for  labour.  There  is  still 
a great  deal  of  uncertainty  concerning  the  prospects  for  1971. 

The  area  is  still  vulnerable  to  further  redundancy,  and  there  is 
a real  need  for  more  job  opportunity,  particularly  in  the  mens' 
employment  field.  Indications  are  that  there  may  be  some  expansion 
at  certain  firms,  but  vacancies  likely  to  be  created  will  be 
mainly  for  women.  The  problems  of  placing  the  older  male  worker 
remain,  and  have  been  further  aggravated  during  the  past  year." 

2.  HEALTH  CENTRES s 

The  Health  Centres  were  to  bo  one  of  the  most  important  parts  of  the 
National  Health  Service,  upon  its  introduction  in  1948.  But  for  a 
variety  of  reasons  little  interest  has  been  shown  in  them  until 
recently.  Some  progress  is  now  being  made  and  it  has  been  estimated 
that  by  the  end  of  1971  there  might  be  250  centres  in  operation,  with 
some  1,300  general  practitioners  looking  after  three  million  patients. 

But  there  are  20,000  G.P's  in  England  and  Wales,  and  it  will  obviously 
be  a long  time  before  a majority  of  them  are  housed  in  health  centres, 
or  in  their  own  group  practice  premises.  And  there  will,  of  course, 
be  many  areas  where  geography  makes  grouping  impractical 0 

Turning  from  the  general  to  the  local,  there  is  one  health  centre  in 
the  Division  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report.  It  is  at  Cross  Hills, 
houses  three  general  medical  practitioners  as  well  as  the  local  health 
authority  services,  and  has  been  open  since  May.  The  four  doctor  centre 
at  Bentham  which  was  expected  in  1970  hid  not  materialise.  Nor  did 
the  mini-clinic  at  Ingle  ton.  But  it  is  hoped  that  both  will  be  open 
within  the  next  twelve  months,  along  with  health  centres  at  Sedbergh 
and  Steeton.  We  have  of  course,  excellent  premises  of  our  own  in 
Skipton  and  Bamoldswick,  and  a place  at  the  doctors'  surgeries  at  Earby. 

3.  MIDWIFERY  SERVICES; 

(a)  Births ; . 

A total  of  1,170  births  occurred  in  the  Division  in  1970.  1,115  (95$) 

were  born  in  hospital,  and  55  (4$)  bom  at  home.  We  are  obviously 
well  supplied  with  maternity  beds , and  no  mothers  need  have  their 
babies  at  home.  In  fact,  the  choice  may  not  be  available  much  longer 
for  it  is  increasingly  difficult,  and  quite  uneconomic,  to  maintain 
a staff  of  midwives  and  home  nurse/midwives  for  a few  home  confinements 
when  mothers  can  have  their  babies  under  conditions  of  maximum  safety 
in  hospital,  and  be  discharged  within  48  hours. 
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This  changing  pattern  of  maternity  services  has  been  under 
consideration  by  a committee  headed  by  Sir  John  Peel,  and  which 
reported  during  the  year.  Their  main  recommendations  will  be  of 
interest,  and  are  as  follows :- 

(i)  Unification  of  the  maternity  services  (instead  of  the 
present  G.P. , L.H.A. , and  Hospital  services). 

(ii)  Provision  of  sufficient  facilities  for  100  per  cent 
hospital  confinements. 

(iii)  District  general  hospitals  linked  with  health  centres 
as  focal  points  for  the  unified  service. 

(iv)  All  midwives  to  be  employed  by  a single  authority. 

(v)  Replacement  of  small  obstetric  units  by  larger  combined 
consultant  and  G.P.  units  in  general  hospitals. 

(vi)  General  practitioners  not  on  the  obstetric  list  not 
to  undertake  maternity  work. 

(vii)  Admission  to  general  practitioner  units  to  be 
restricted  to  normal  cases. 

(viii)  Family  Planning  to  be  provided  without  charge  as  an 
integral  part  of  the  maternity  services. 

(b)  Ante -Ratal  Cares 

Ante-natal  clinics  are  no  longer  provided  by  the  authority  in  this 
Division,  but  some  midwives  assist  the  G.P's  at  their  clinics.  They 
also  assist  the  health  visiters  in  their  conduct  of  Relaxation  and 
Mothercraft  classes  which  are  held  at  five  centres,  and  which  were 
attended  by  281  expectant  mothers  during  the  year. 

4.  THE  CHILD  HEALTH  SERVICE; 

This  covers  the  care  of  the  baby  by  the  midwife  to  the  fourteenth 
day,  regardless  of  the  date  of  discharge  from  hospital.  And 
supervision  thereafter,  and  until  the  child  starts  school,  by  the 
health  visitor.  Her  visits  are  selective,  for  a thriving  baby  with 
a good  home  and  an  experienced  mother  needs  little  attention  today. 

(a)  Clinic  Services: 

The  functions  can  be  summarised  as  providing: - 

(i)  Examinations  for  the  early  detection  of  physical,  mental, 
and  emotional  defects. 

(ii)  Advice  on  infant  hygiene  and  counselling. 

(iii)  Parent  counselling  - particularly  important  with  so  many 
young  mothers  today. 

(iv)  Health  Education. 

(v)  Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 

In  this  Division  we  have  14  static  and  24  mobile  clinics,  our  aim 
being  to  provide  the  best  service  we  can  for  both  urban  and  rural 
communities.  These  clinics  are  also  used  for  other  purposes  e.g. 
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school  clinics,  and  other  medical  examinations.  They  are,  in  fact, 
our  points  of  contact  with  the  communities  we  serve. 

Attendances  at  the  clinics  continued  at  a very  satisfactory  level. 
And  they  have  an  additional  value  as  meeting  places  for  the  young 
mothers,  where  they  can  break  the  social  isolation  which  descends 
so  suddenly  with  the  birth  of  the  first  child. 

There  was  one  alteration  in  the  clinic  programme  during  the  year; 
and  the  attendances  are  given  in  the  following  table s-

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(b)  Nurseries  and  Child  Minders : 

Section  60  of  the  Health  Services  and  Public  Health  Act,  1968,  and 
brought  into  effect  on  1st  November,  1968,  extended  the  scope  of  the 
Nurseries  and  Child  I, (Linders  Regulation  Act  of  1948.  It  gave 
authorities  greater  power  to  control  the  conditions  under  which 
children  are  looked  after,  and  provided  greater  penalties  for 
evasion.  It  was  brought  in  because  enquiries  had  shown  that  over 
the  country  as  a whole,  the  necessary  powers  to  ensure  reasonable 
standards  of  private  day  care  were  inadequate.  The  provisions  now 
include  premises  (other  than  those  used  wholly  or  mainly  as  private 
dwellings)  in  which  children  are  received  for  a total  of  two  hours 
or  more  in  the  day,  and  persons  who  in  their  own  homes  and  for 
reward  look  after  one  or  more  children  under  the  age  of  five  to 
whom  they  are  not  related.  There  were  16  of  the  former  and  25  of 
the  latter  under  supervision  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

(c)  Family  Planning; 

Whilst  hardly  a day  passes  without  reference  in  some  form  or  other 
to  our  'overcrowded  island’  regrettably  few  people  ever  consider 
this  state  as  other  than  inevitable,  or  recognise  that  immigration 
makes  only  a trifling  contribution  to  our  increasing  numbers. 
Furthermore,  whilst  the  average  desired  family  size  seems  to  be 
between  three  and  four,  even  fewer  people  appreciate  that  if  all 
families  attained  this  size  in  Britain  our  population  would  double 
in  less  than  fifty  years.  Whilst  we  might  be  able  to  support  a 
larger  population  the  stage  has  already  been  reached  in  many  parts 
of  the  World  where  it  cannot,  and  the  quality  of  life  is  reduced 
to  simple  survival.  There  is  therefore  a gigantic  task  of 
persuasion  to  be  done  if  this  quality  is  not  to  be  reduced  still 
further  with  all  the  consequencies  which  will  follow. 

Fortunately  the  majority  of  young  people  are  far  more  receptive  to 
the  idea,  of  population  control  than  their  elders,  and  with  the 
County  Council  now  pursuing  a more  enlightened  policy  it  has  been 
possible  to  make  better  provision  for  them. 

The  agreement  between  the  County  Council  and  the  Family  Planning 
Association  now  covers  the  following  points 

1.  Patients  may  attend  F.P.A.  clinics  irrespective  of  their 
place  of  residence. 

2.  Free  consultation  will  be  given  to  all  patients. 

3.  Free  supplies  will  be  issued  to  Medical  Cases  and  Problem 
Families. 

The  definition  of  a Medical  Case  iss- 

"Any  woman  whose  health,  in  the  opinion  of  the  clinic 
doctor,  would  be  expected  to  suffer  by  the  increased 
mental,  physical,  or  social  burdens  placed  on  her  by 
pregnancy. " 

4.  Advice  will  be  given  in  the  immediate  pre— marital 
stage. 

5.  The  non-married  are  excluded  from  these  arrangements 
except  where  a stable  co-habitation  type  relationship 
exists. 

County  Council  premises,  furniture  and  equipment  will 
be  available  free  of  charge. 
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(d)  Premature  Births; 

Premature  babies  are  those  weighing  5it  lbs.  or  less  at  birth, 
irrespective  of  the  period  of  gestation.  During  the  year  54 
premature  babies  were  bom,  53  in  hospital  and  1 at  home.  8 died 
within  28  days.  The  Bradford  Children's  Hospital  has  a specially 
equipped  and  staffed  unit  to  which  prematures  can  be  transferred, 
in  portable  incubators  maintained  at  selected  ambulance  stations. 
And  similar  facilities  became  available  at  the  Airedale  Hospital  in 
May. 

(e)  The  Unmarried  Mother  and  her  Child? 

As  this  subject  was  dealt  with  at  some  length  in  last  year's 
Report  only  a summary  of  the  1970  cases  will  be  given  here;- 

57  illegitimate  births  (5 6 live  and  1 still)  were  recorded 
representing  4»9  per  cent  of  the  total  births.  Of  these  15  cases 
were  known  to  the  department  and  2 were  admitted  to  Mother  and  Baby 
Homes  where  the  County  Council  provided  financial  assistance.  Of 
the  15  cases  7 were  between  15  and  19,  6 were  between  20  and  24, 
and  2 were  over  25  years.  As  regards  the  fate  of  these  babies,  the 
mother  kept  the  baby  in  9 cases;  3 were  adopted;  and  3 were 
fostered. 

(f ) Marriage  Guidance; 

It  is  appropriate  to  mention  here  that  a counsellor  from  the 
Bradford  Marriage  Guidance  Clinic  is  available  at  our  Skipton 
premises  on  Tuesday  afternoons.  The  aim  is  to  deal  with  marital 
difficulties  and  prevent  the  break-up  of  families. 

5.  HOME  NURSING: 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  v/ere  7 home  nurses,  13  home  nurse/ 
midwives,  4 part-time  nurses,  and  1 part-time  home  nurse/midwife 
in  the  Division.  The  work  which  they  undertook  during  the  year  has

The  difficulty  in  recruiting  nurses  continues,  and  it  only  requires 
one  or  two  nurses  to  go  sick,  have  an  accident,  or  resign,  and  an 
■unfair  burden  is  immediately  placed  on  the  rest.  Furthermore,  in 
a Division  the  size  of  Craven  it  is  only  feasible  for  staff  to  work 
on  an  area  basis.  Distances  are  too  great  for  any  other  system  of 
deployment.  The  position  is,  of  course,  no  better  in  the  hospitals 
and  during  the  year  letters  were  sent  out  by  both  the  Secretary  of 
State  and  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Department  of  Health 
pointing  out  the  importance  of  full  consideration  for,  and 
consultation  with,  the  Nursing  Services  at  all  levels  at  all 
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times.  There  is  no  longer  an  inexhaustible  supply  of  ’pairs  of 
hands’  in  the  hospitals,  and  the  whole  service  could  be  threatened 
with  breakdown. 

Whilst  the  hospital  nurse’s  work  becomes  increasingly  technical 
there  is  much  of  the  district  nurse's  which  remains  traditional. 
And  in  this  context  it  might  be  appropriate  to  quote  here  from  a 
recent  article  by  a doctor  writing  on  'Death' s- 

"The  general  practitioner's  role  is  not  limited  to  the  dying 
patient.  He  is  also  accessible  to  the  family  and  can  anticipate 
the  complications  of  bereavement  and  provide  the  physical  and 
psychological  support  required.  In  this  he  will  seek  the  help 
of  his  paramedical  colleagues,  in  particular,  the  district 
nurse.  Frequently  the  contribution  of  the  nurse  is  measured  in 
the  terms  of  the  strictly  nursing  activities  she  can  perform, 
with  little  acknowledgement  of  the  inestimable  contribution  which 
she  can  make  to  the  morale  of  the  family". 

6.  HEALTH  VISITING; 

The  health  visitors,  trained  nurses  who  have  spent  a further  nine 
months  of  whole-time  study  to  obtain  their  Certificate  for  the 
job,  occupy  their  time  between  mothers  and  babies,  the  aged,  the 
school  health  service,  their  problem  families,  and  the  home  help 
service.  Many  of  them  have  the  assistance  of  part-time  qualified 
nurses  for  testing  eyes  and  hearing,  immunisation  sessions,  and 
cleanliness  inspections.  In  these  activities  they  have  a variable 
but  frequently  close  link  with  the  general  medical  practitioners, 
and  an  increasing  liaison  with  the  hospital  consultants, 
particularly  in  the  paediatric,  diabetic  and  geriatric  fields. 

A summary  of  the  visits  -undertaken  during  the  year  is  as  follows, 
although  it  will  be  appreciated  that  these  figures  give  little

7.  HOME  HELP  SERVICES 


At  it's  inception  the  Home  Help  Service  was  designed  to  carry  out 
housework  when  the  householder  was  incapacitated,  infirm,  or  absent 
owing  to  illness.  At  that  time  it's  main  committment  was  to  cover 
confinements,  many  of  them  in  the  home.  Now  it  is  almost  entirely 
concerned  with  elderly  people,  frail  or  infirm  but  not  bed-bound, 
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each  of  whom  individually  receives  only  a few  hours  home  help 
each  week.  This  is  an  increasing  responsibility  for  we  live  in 
what  has  been  described  as  a mobile  society  with  family  life  no 
longer  confined  largely  to  one  village,  town  or  area,  and  leaving 
many  of  the  elderly  unsupported  by  relatives.  Furthermore, 
people  are  living  longer;  Hospitals  are  pursuing  a policy  of  early 
discharge  to  secure  a better  turn-over  of  beds;  And  they  are 
providing  day  hospitals  for  geriatric  and  psychiatric  patients  who 
frequently  need  support  in  their- homes  as  well.  Many  of  these 
patients  need  an  element  of  personal  care  in  addition  to  house- 
work, and  it  is  likely  that  this  need  will  have  to  be  met  by 
additional  training  before  long.  In  fact , the  whole  concept  may 
have  to  change  to  provide  a combination  of  nursing  and  housewifery, 
spread  over  perhaps  fifteen  hours  each  day. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  ?;ere  199  part-time  home  helps  providing 
assistance  in  709  households.  The  statistics  are  as  follows,  but 
they  must  be  a very  inadequate  record  of  the  help  and  kindness 
given  to  many  people  in  all  sorts  of  homes.  And  this  is  a point 
where  tribute  can  be  paid  to  the  integrity  and  good  sense  of  the 
home  helps,  and  to  the  skill  and  tact  of  the  health  visitors  and 
home  nurses  in  arranging  their  duties.

Reference  has  been  made  in  previous  reports  to  our  inability  to 
provide  this  service  in  the  remote  villages  in  the  Dales  where 
recruitment  is  not  possible,  and  public  transport  is  inadequate  or 
non-existent.  The  provision  of  mini -vans  was  recommended  as  the 
only  solution,  and  the  value  of  these  was  seen  at  first  hand  during 
the  year  when  the  writer  visited  Cumberland  to  see  this  service  in 
action.  He  came  away  completely  convinced  that  mini-vans  are  the 
only  solution  to  this  problem,  and  further,  urgent  representations 
were  again  made  to  the  County  Council  for  their  provision. 


8.  MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE; 


Whilst  every  effort  is  made  to  avoid  repetition  in  this  Report  no 
excuse  is  offerred  for  again  including  an  extract  from  a recent 
annual  report  of  the  National  Association  of  Mental  Health  because 
it  would  be  impossible  to  express  the  magnitude  of  this  problem  in 
such  concise  terms.  It  runs  as  follows ;- 

"It  is  impossible  to  measure  the  cost  of  mental  disorder  in  terms 
of  human  misery.  We  know  that  1 woman  in  9>  and  1 man  in  14  will 
need  menta,l  hospital  treatment  at  some  time  in  their  lives.  We 
know  that  one  child  in  every  100  is  born  mentally  subnormal. 
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We  cannot  range  alongside  these  cold,  impersonal  figures  any 
statistics  to  measure  the  human  grief,  humiliation  and  guilt;  the 
stress  and  erosion  of  family  life  and  love;  the  fear  and  prejudice 
of  the  community.  But  we  can  count  the  cost.  In  1968  £128  million 
was  spent  maintaining  mentally  disordered  patients  in  hospital. 

And  £25-g-  million  was  spent  by  local  authorities  on  care  and 
maintenance  of  the  mentally  disordered.  29  million  working  days 
were  lost  through  mental  illness  (in  1966/67)  compared  with  2 
million  days  lost  through  strikes.  And  sickness  benefit  paid  was 
around  £25  million”. 

All  these  problems  remain  but  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  there 
is  an  increasing  appreciation  by  the  community  at  large,  and  shown 
by  the  Government  in  its  allocation  of  available  health  service 
monies.  Furthermore,  this  appreciation  will  today  often  recognise 
that  it  is  no  disgrace  to  be  overwhelmed  by  one’s  burden.  And  that 
each  one  of  us  has  a different  threshold  of  endurance,  or  ability 
to  cope  with  a different  situation  and  in  every  family  the 
circumstances  differ. 


As  regards  local  arrangements,  there  are  psychiatric  beds  and  a 
psychiatric  day  unit  at  the  Airedale  General  Hospital,  with  two 
consultants  and  junior  staff.  The  Lancaster  Moor  Hospital  provides 
beds  for  the  northern  area,  whilst  units  for  the  treatment  of 
drug  addiction  and  alcoholism  are  available  at  the  Scalebor  Park 
and  Lynfield  Mount  Hospitals.  Appropriate  arrangements  have  also 
been  made  for  attempted  suicides. 

There  are  four  whole-time  mental  welfare  officers  in  the  Division 
maintaining  a close  liaison  with  family  doctors  and  consultants, 
and  the  number  of  patients  being  visited  by  these  officers  on  the 
31st  December,  1970  wass-

This  is  a quite  inadequate  record  of  the  work  done,  or  of  its 
complexity.  Some  of  the  referrals  were  urgent,  involving  compulsory 
removal  to  hospital.  And  many  of  the  patients  were  difficult, 
sometimes  dangerous.  It  is,  of  course,  necessary  to  have  one 
officer  always  on  duty  at  evenings  and  weekends. 


The  other  half  of  this  problem  is  Mental  Subnormality,  a condition 
which  usually  exists  from  birth  and  the  cause  of  which  is  still 
largely  unknown.  For  these  patients  provision  can  be  discussed 
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■under  six  headings  :- 

(a)  Supervision,  advice  and  support,  where  the  sub- 
normals remain  in  their  own  homes; 

(b)  A Training  Centre  at  Slcipton  with  64  places  for 
Juniors,  Seniors,  and  ' Special  Care'.  The 
majority  of  patients  are  brought  to  this  Centre 
each  day  by  coaches  starting  at  Settle,  Addingham, 
and  Bamoldswick,  and  a mid-day  meal  is  cooked  on 
the  premises.  A lot  of  useful  work  is  done  at 
this  Centre  much  of  it  for  the  County  Supplies 
Department,  and  produces  a substantial  revenue. 

It  is  supported  by  a most  active  and  successful 
Parent/Teacher  Association. 

(c)  The  Ghyll  Hostel,  Slcipton  has  16  places  for  children 
between  the  ages  of  5 and  16,  who  attend  the 
Training  Centre,  It  is  occupied  mainly  by  those 
living  in  remote  parts  of  the  Division.  But  there 
is  some  accommodation  for  subnormal  children  from 
other  parts  of  the  County  where  there  are  severe 
social  or  domestic  difficulties. 

(d)  Two  hostels  in  the  Wakefield  area,  for  adult  sub- 
normals and  post-psychotics.  This  is  a form  of 
provision  which  requires  rapid  expansion,  and 
recommendations  were  sent  in  during  the  year  for 
a hostel  in  Skipton. 

(e)  Hospital  accommodation  is  required  in  some  cases. 
Usually  for  the  helpless  'cot  and  chair'  cases,  or 
where  parents  are  no  longer  able  or  available. 
Westwood  Hospital  at  Bradford  and  Castleberg 
Hospital  at  Giggleswick  make  such  provision. 

(f)  Psychiatric  Social  Clubs  also  have  a place;  But 
it  has  been  found  difficult  in  this  Division  to 
collect  a sufficiency  of  patients  without  a great 
deal  of  travelling,  and  our  club  is  temporarily 
closed. 


9. 


VAC C THAT ION  AND  IMMUNISATION: 


The  programme  in  the  West  Hiding  is  given  below,  and  children  are 
automatically  invited  to  the  nearest  clinic  or  G.P.  surgery  whenever 
they  fall  due  for  immunisation. 

Although  the  percentages  immunised  compare  favourably  with  most 
other  parts  of  England,  they  can  no  longer  be  regarded  as  satisfactory. 
The  reason  for  this  is  that  since  70$  - 75$  of  children  were 
immunised  against  diphtheria,  and  against  poliomyelitis  at  a later 
date,  these  diseases  have  virtually  disappeared.  But  the  gems 
can  be  reintroduced,  and  in  certain  social  groups  where  rates  are 
far  below  75$  there  are  large  numbers  of  children  who  have  received 
no  protection  and  where  epidemics  could  develop.  Immunisation  is 
the  right  of  every  child  - not  merely  three-quarters  of  them.

(h)  Rubella  (German  Measles); 

This  form  of  prophylaxis  became  available  during 
1970  and  with  the  limited  supplies  of  vaccine 
available  299  girls  in  their  fourteenth  year  were 
immunised.  The  idea  is  to  protect  women  in  their 
child  bearing  years  when  a rubella  infection  so  often 
causes  severe  congenital  malformations  if  contracted 
in  the  early  months  of  pregnancy. 

10.  PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS  - CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE; 


(a)  Health  Education: 

Health  Education  has  a different  meaning  to  different  people. 
Traditionally  it  was  the  giving  of  advice  on  the  promotion  of  physical 
health  — such  subjects  a,s  hygiene,  diet,  exercise  and  fresh  air. 

More  recently  it's  scope  has  been  extended  to  cover  advice  on 
mental  health  - work,  leisure,  family  relationships,  sex  education, 
and  social  problems.  But  there  is  hardly  any  aspect  of  life  which 
can  be  excluded  from  its  ambit;  and  the  World  Health  Organisation 
has  the  praiseworthy  objective  of  equipping  the  individual  with 
the  skills,  knowledge,  and  attitudes  that  will  enable  him  to  solve 
his  own  health  problems. 

At  present  there  are  four  maun  areas  where  health  education  can 
make  real  contributions; 

(i)  Advice  about  personal  preventive  mea.sures, 
e.g.  - vaccination  and  immunisation  against 
diseases. 

(ii)  Advice  about  community  matters  such  as  the 
promotion  of  Clean  Air  and  the  Fluoridation 
of  Water. 

(iii)  Education  for  patients  as  to  when  to  consult 
a doctor,  which  is  important  when  cancer  is 
becoming  an  increasingly  preventable  and 
treatable  disease. 

(iv)  Training  in  undesirable  habits  — e.g. 
smoking,  over-eating,  drug  taking,  alcohol. 

All  members  of  the  staff  play  their  part  in  promoting  Health,  by 
lectures,  posters,  leaflets,  films,  displays,  and  personal  advice. 

But  changing  people’s  habits  is  an  uphill  task  and  a great  deal 
more  must  be  done  in  this  field,  particularly  by  employing  the 
hitherto  little  used  mass  communication  media. 

(b)  Smoking  and  Healths 

There  is  an  obligation  to  mention  this  matter  in  every  Report.  But 
all  that  needs  to  be  done  this  year  is  to  refer  to  the  second  report 
of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  which  appeared  in  January,  1971 
and  received  groat  publicity.  "Suicide  by  private  choioe"  was  one 
of  the  appropriate  headlines,  and  as  the  tobacco  companies  have  not 
contested  the  figures  it  remains  to  be  seen  what  the  community 
will  do  with  these  incontrovertible  facts,  including  80,000 
premature  deaths.  And  what  the  Government  will  do  about  a tobacco 
tax  which  yields  over  £1,000  million  in  revenue. 

(c)  Care  and  After-care; 

(i)  Chiropody  - this  is  a free  service  for  men  over  65  and 
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women  over  60,  and  for  the  physically  handicapped.  It  is 
provided  h y 19  chiropodists  working  in  their  surgeries,  or  in 
their  patient's  homes  when  authorised  to  do  so.  During  the  year 
29 >035  treatments  were  given,  and  5 >554  patients  were  receiving 
treatment  at  the  end  of  the  year.  This  is  the  best  of  the 
chiropody  services  in  the  Administrative  County,  and  goes  far 
towards  keeping  the  elderly  active  - when  many  would  otherwise 
become  housebound  with  painful  feet.  At  the  time  of  writin g it 
covers  43  per  cent  of  the  above  population,  and  31  per  cent  of 
them  receive  treatment  in  their  own  homes. 

(ii)  Convalescent  Home  Care  - there  is  little  demand  nowadays, 
when  most  patients  go  direct  from  hospitals. 

(iii)  Night  and  Evening  Helps  - it  is  difficult  to  organise  such 
a scheme  in  a large  Division,  and  when  the  demand  is  so  small  - 
thanks  to  the  availability  of  hospital  beds  for  those  who  would 
otherwise  need  it. 

(iv)  Laundiy  Services  - for  the  incontinent  have  not  been 
developed,  for  precisely  the  same  reasons;  And  when  special 
absorbent  pads  now  meet  much  the  same  need,  and  are  available 
through  the  home  nursing  service. 

(v)  Special  Training  Homes  - there  was  one  admission  to  the 
Elizabeth  Pry  Home  at  York  this  year. 

(vi)  Tuberculosis  - extra  milk  was  supplied  to  7 patients 
during  the  year  on  the  advice  of  the  Chest  Physician. 

(vii)  Loan  of  Nursing  Equipment  - the  nurses  hold  some  equipment 
and  larger  items  such  as  special  beds  and  hydraulic  lifts  are 
available  through  the  Divisional  Office.  As  there  are  now  67  items 
of  equipment  available,  their  issue  and  recovery,  is  a considerable 
task. 

(viii)  Hospital  Liaison  - co-operation  with  all  types  of  hospital 
is  generally  good,  and  the  Health  Office  (with  an  experienced 
enquiry  office  and  switchboard  staff)  acts  more  and  more  as  a 
clearing  house  for  messages  and  reports.  There  is  also  a close  and 
happy  association  with  the  consultants,  particularly  where  medical 
officers,  health  visitors,  and  mental  welfare  officers  attend  their 
out-patient  clinics  and  v/ard  rounds.  Every  effort  has  been  made 
to  forge  further  links  with  the  Airedale  General  Hospital  and  it's 
new  consultants. 

(ix)  Renal  Dialysis  - by  the  time  this  Report  appears  in  print 
three  patients  in  this  Division  will  be  on  renal  dialysis  (the 
artificial  kidney)  in  their  own  homes.  Readers  may  therefore 
welcome  a short  note  on  the  subject.  It  is  believed  that  about 
7,000  patients  die  annually  in  the  United  Kingdom  from  chronic 
kidney  disee.se.  Half  of  them  are  considered  unsuitable  for  dialysis 
because  of  age  or  other  serious  disease  5 And  of  the  other  half 
only  one  in  five  can  at  present  be  offered  this  service.  An  even 
smaller  number  can  be  offered  renal  transplantation,  with  promise 
of  a permanent  cure.  Patients  must  therefore  be  carefully  selected 
at  the  hospitals,  with  preference  given  to  the  younger  married 
patient  with  children,  with  marked  qualities  of  reliability, 
common  sense,  and  stoicism. 

The  cost  is  considerable  being  £2,000  to  £3,000  for  the  unit, 
which  includes  the  monitoring  and  safety  equipment;  Up  to  £500 
for  adaptations  to  the  home  (which  is  paid  by  the  local  health 
authority);  And  £850  per  year  for  disposable  items.  Treatment 
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is  normally  undertaken  for  three  10  hour  spells  each  week,  whilst 
the  patient  is  asleep.  And  it  is  combined  with  a diet  restricted 
in  protein,  sodium,  and  potassiums  And  a fluid  intake  of  not  more 
than  one  pint  daily.  Patients  have  now  boon  retained  on  this 
regime  for  over  ten  years,  but  it  is  of  course  a severe  strain  on 
the  patient  and  his  (or  her)  family,  and  there  are  complications 
with  the  blood  shunt,  anaemia,  infection,  and  of  a psychiatric 
nature.  The  undertaking  is  therefore  a formidable  one,  and  the 
hope  is  that  eventually  kidney  transplants  will  be  available  for 
many  now  on  home  or  hospital  dialysis,  enabling  them  to  lead  a 
normal  unrestricted  life. 

(x)  The  Chronically  Sick  and  Disabled  Persons  Act  - mention 

must  finally  be  made  of  this  Act  which  became  law  in  1970,  and 
with  it  an  obligation  on  local  authorities  to  provide  a wide  range 
of  help  - in  housing,  welfare,  education  and  transport  - to  more 
than  a million  disabled  people,  giving  them  a chance  to  lead  a 
more  normal  life.  It  also  placed  an  obligation  on  the  hospital 
authorities  to  provide  suitable  accommodation  for  the  young  chronic 
sick. 


11.  UNSATISFACTORY  FAMILIES s 

During  the  year  95  families  were  discussed  at  the  nine  conferences 
specially  convened  for  the  purpose,  and  attended  by  appropriate 
members  of  the  Health,  Welfare,  Children's,  end  Education 
Departments;  Along  with  officers  concerned  with  Housing,  Social 
Security,  Moral  Welfare,  and  the  N.S.P.C.C.  This  always  seems  a 
large  number,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  our  criteria  are  higher 
than  in  many  other  places.  But  "prevention  is  better  than  cure", 
and  the  case  conferences  are  the  best  means  of  collecting  all  the 
information,  and  co-ordinating  the  action  to  be  taken  to  help 
families  who,  for  one  reason  or  many,  have  failed  to  keep  their 
place  in  Society.  They  are  also  a very  useful  means  of  preventing 
evictions  by  the  employment  of  an  early  warning  system  between  the 
officers  concerned  with  the  standard  of  life  of  this  type  of 
family. 

12.  NURSING  HOMES; 

The  Christony  Home  at  Eshton,  near  Gargrave,  is  the  only  home  in 
the  Division,  and  the  registration  is  for  48  patients.  It  does  not 
take  surgical  or  maternity  cases.  Periodical  inspections  are 
carried  out  -under  the  Nursing  Homes  Act,  1963.  There  are  three 
local  authority  homes  for  the  aged  — Farfield  Hall  (Addingham) , 

The  Shroggs  (Steeton)  and  Neville  House  (Gargrave);  and  one 
private  home.  These  come  -under  the  supervision  of  the  County 
Welfare  Officer.

The  cover  given  is  that  in  general  use,  but  alterations  may  be  made 
depending  on  the  type  of  patient  (e.g.  out-patient,  emergency),  the 
destination  of  the  patient,  and  inter-depot  co-ordination  of  calls. 

All  ambulances  are  fitted  with  radio  communication  equipment  and 
when  out  on  journeys  may  be  contacted  through  a base  radio 
transmitter  which  is  connected  by  private  telephone  lines  to 
Bamoldswick,  Settle  and  Skipton  Ambulance  Stations.  This  principle 
of  direct  communication  between  a driver  and  his  Ambulance  Station 
adds  greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Ambulance  Service  in  that  he 
can  be  directed  from  place  to  place  without  having  to  return  to  his 
Station,  thus  saving  considerable  time  and  mileage.  It  is  invaluable 
in  the  case  of  major  incidents,  and  also  in  the  case  of  accidents 
on  the  road,  as  hospitals  can  be  warned  over  the  network  to  be 
prepared  to  accept  casualties.  This  latter  is  of  particular 
benefit  to  the  seriously  injured. 

A mobile  Mountain  Rescue  Unit  is  held  at  Settle  Ambulance  Station 
for  use  in  the  more  remote  rural  districts  where  it  would  be 
impossible  to  send  a standard  ambulance.  This  vehicle  is  invaluable 
in  periods  of  snow  to  remove  patients  from  remote  farms.  It  is 
also  fitted  with  special  radio  equipment  for  establishing  local 
communi  cat  ions  and  linking  to  the  main  radio  network  from  isolated 
major  incidents  or  pothole  rescues. 


14.  THE  SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE; 

(a)  Routine  Examinations; 

There  are  82  Primary,  7 Secondary  and  3 Residential  Schools  in  the 
Division,  many  of  the  rural  schools  being  small.  In  recent  years 
about  two-thirds  of  our  children  have  been  examined  routinely  on 
four  occasions  in  their  school  life,  whilst  one-third  have  had  a 
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selective  examination  - i.e.  an  examination  based  on  a report  from 
the  parents,  and  advice  from  the  teacher  and  school  nurse.  In  an 
era  when  gross  defects  are  no  longer  common  this  examination  needs 
to  be  undertaken  for  less  than  half  the  children,  and  gives  more 
time  for  those  who  really  need  attention.  It  has  proved  a 
successful  scheme,  and  so  called  'selective  examinations'  are  now 
being  undertaken  throughout  the  Division,  after  a full  examination 
of  all  children  at  school  entry.  The  findings  at  these  examinations 
are  given  on  tables  (c),  (d)  and  (e)  which  follow. 

00  Clinic  Arrangements s 

There  are  no  separate  school  clinics  in  this  Division;  children  are 
seen  at  child  welfare  clinics,  or  in  their  own  schools  or  homes  as 
circumstances  indicate. 

The  clinics  for  children  with  defective  vision  are  held  in  9 places 
in  the  Division,  thus  saving  repeated  and  often  lengthy  journeys  to 
an  optician.  159  clinics  were  held  during  the  year  and  1948 
examinations  were  carried  out  by  Dr.  Cooper.  All  children  are  given 
a Colour  Vision  Test  before  their  eleventh  birthday. 

The  Child  Guidance  Clinic  has  been  held  on  Fridays  throughout  the 
year,  Dr.  Jessop  being  assisted  by  Mr.  Mannix  (Educational 
Psychologist),  Mrs.  Smith  and  Mrs.  Brueton  (Psychiatric  Social 
Workers).  59  children  were  referred  to  the  clinic  during  the 
year;  and  a close  liaison  maintained  with  teachers,  employment 
officers,  general  practitioners;  and  child  care,  probation  and 
mental  welfare  officers. 

Speech  Therapy  Clinics  were  held  in  all  parts  of  the  Division,  with 
a full-time  speech  therapist  being  available  throughout  the  year. 

The  successful  treatment  of  bedwetting  by  use  of  an  electric  alarm 
was  described  in  a previous  report.  It  has  continued  with  22 
electric  alarms  in  constant  use. 

Increasing  attention  is  also  being  given  to  hearing  in  childhood 
and  the  department  now  has  5 audiometers  for  use  by  the  school 
nurses  and  doctors  in  the  detection  of  deafness.  Routine  testing 
is  carried  out  at  6 to  7>  and  9 to  10  years,  but  there  are  many 
referrals  between  whiles.  The  reason  for  this  lies  in  the 
recognition  of  deafness  as  a cause  of  educational  retardation  and 
difficulties  in  school,  sometimes  due  to  a condition  called 
serous  otitis  or  'glue  ear'.  The  cause  of  this  is  not  really 
known  but  it  results  in  an  accumulation  of  fluid  in  the  ears, 
and  needs  recognition  and  treatment  by  school  and  family 
doctor,  and  often  by  a consultant.

The  *T * and  'O'  referred  to  above  are  children  who  were  either  referred  for 
treatment  for  a defect,  or  kept  under  observation.  The  special  examinations 
refer  to  either  ’handicapped'  or  ’observation’  pupils  who  are  seen  on  each 
occasion  a doctor  visits  their  school,, 


(f ) Handicapped  Children; 
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The  definition  of  a handicapped  child  has  been  given  as  one  'who 
suffers  from  any  continuing  disability  of  body,  intellect  or 
personality  which  is  likely  to  interfere  with  his  normal  growth 
and  development  or  capacity  to  learn '.  They  are  our  main  concern, 
but  there  are  two  other  categories  which  also  need  to  be  remembered: - 

(a)  A 'Disadvantaged  Child'  being  one  who  suffers 
from  a continuing  inadequacy  of  material,  affectional, 
educational  or  social  provisions,  or  who  is  subject 

to  detrimental  environmental  stresses  which  are 
likely  to  interfere  with  the  growth  and  development 
of  his  body,  intellect,  or  personality,  and  thus 
prevent  him  from  achieving  his  inherent  potential. 

(b)  A 'Deprived  Child'  who,  for  any  reason,  is 
deprived  of  a normal  home  life  and  who  in  consequence 
needs  the  temporary  or  permanent  care  or  protection 
of  a recognised  child  care  agency. 

There  is  insufficient  space  in  this  Report  to  discuss  all  these 
children,  but  the  school  nurses  and  doctors,  and  the  health  visitors 
have  a part  to  play  in  their  care,  either  through  their  specialised 
knowledge,  or  familiarity  with  the  home  conditions. 

To  return  to  the  'Handicapped',  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Local  Education 
Authority  to  'ascertain'  these  children,  and  see  that  they  get  an 
education  suited  to  their  disabilities.  During  the  year  the 
following  children  were  ascertained :-

(g)  Special  Schools s 

There  are  three  residential  special  schools  in  the  Craven  Divisions  - 

(a)  Netherside  Hall,  near  Grassington,  for  40  senior 
physically  handicapped  boys; 

(b)  Ingleborough  Hall,  Clapham,  for  46  junior  physically 
handicapped  boys  and  girls ; 

(c)  Baliol  School,  Sedbergh,  for  5 6 senior  educationally 
subnormal  boys. 

The  medical  supervision  of  children  at  these  schools  is  undertaken 
by  the  staff  of  the  Division. 

(h)  Youth  Employment  Services 

Selective  school  leavers  were  examined  during  the  year,  and 
confidential  reports  submitted  to  the  Youth  Bnployment  Officer  where 
they  were  indicated. 

(i)  Cleanliness  s 

The  Health  Visitors/School  Nurses  undertake  the  examination  of 
children’s  heads  for  infestation  with  vermin.  During  the  year 
20,597  examinations  were  made  and  686  children  found  to  require 
treatment.  Special  combs  and  head  lotions  are  available  when  the 
infestation  is  severe  or  persistent.  These  figures  are  regrettable. 
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Unfortunately  there  is  a 'hard  core'  of  children  who  are  repeatedly 
infested,  and  many  otherwise  clean  children  become  infested  through 
contact  with  them. 

( j)  Dental  Services 

The  Division  only  had  it's  complement  of  three  dental  officers 
during  part  of  the  year,  but  a good  deal  of  orthodontic  work 
continues  to  be  undertaken  at  Skipton  by  officers  from  the  Central 
Clinic  at  Wakefield.  The  use  of  the  caravan  permits  treatment  at 
outlying  schools,  and  saves  parents  and  children  a lot  of  travelling 
to  National  Health  Service  dentists  in  the  larger  towns.

Ten  members  of  the  staff  attended  short  courses  at  Grantley  Hall, 
the  West  Riding  College  near  Ripon.  Four  health  visitors  attended 
refresher  courses  at  Reading,  Leeds,  and  Bristol;  And  three 
attended  Health  Education  Courses.  Three  midwives  attended 
refresher  courses  for  one  week  this  being  a requirement  of  the 
Central  Midwives  Board. 


Various  conferences  and  talks  have  been  held  covering,  amongst 
other  matters,  Use  of  the  Computer,  Nurseries  and  Child-Minders 
Regulations,  Assessment  Techniques  and  Screening  Procedures,  The 
Mayston  Report,  The  Chronically  Sick  and  Disabled  Persons  Act, 
The  Social  Services  Act,  Spina  Bifida,  and  Decimalisation.  In 
addition  we  have  been  pleased  to  participate  in  surveys  of  the 
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National  Birthday  Trust  Fund,  and  into  the  work  of  the  Health 
Visitor,  and  of  the  State  Enrolled  Nurse.  Also  to  assist  in 
the  training  of  both  health  visitors  and  home  nurses.  Visitors 
from  other  parts  of  the  World  have  been  fewer,  but  they  are 
always  welcome  to  see  how  we  go  about  our  work  here.
